President Will Issue a 
Proclamation. 


He Will Tell the Islanders Just 
Where They are At. 


All Liberty Compatible With Good 
Order Allowed. 


Commission May Be Appointed to 
Report a System of Government, 
Spain Gled to Finish With 
Negotiations. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9:—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Soon after the treaty of 
peace between the United States and 
Spain has been signed, President Mc- 
Kinley will issue a proclamation to the 
inhabitants of the Philippine Islands 
defining their status under the laws 
which this government will apply. He 


is now considering the terms and sub-| 


ject matter of this proclamation, and 
consulting with the members of his 
Cabinet respecting the proposed pro- 
visions. 

The proclamation will assure to the 


insurgents and to other inhabitants of |. 


the islands the fullest personal liberty 
compatible with individual safety and 
collective peace and tranquility. They 
will be guaranteed freedom of speech, 
of the press, of religious belief and 
practice. Their rights under the law 
will be clearly defined, but at the same 
time they will be admonished that the 
military government of the archipelago 
must be respected, and its just com- 
mands obeyed. 

Following the treaty of peace, also, it 
is probable the President will appoint 
a commission to visit the islands for 
the purpose of investigating. the condi- 
tions and recommending a system of 
governihent to succeed _the military es- 
tablishment when Congress enacts the 
necessary legislation. This commission 
probably would be unable to complete 
its labors and formulate a report be- 
fore the beginning of the first session 
of the next Congress. } 

GLAD TO QUIT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

LONDON, Dec. 9.—The Madrid cor- 
respondent of the Standard says: 

“Sefior Montero Rios acted under in- 
structions from the government when 
he declined to accede to the American 
demands concerning the Carolines and 
intimated a desire to close the negotia- 
tions. Both the government and the 
press approve his action and protest 
against the conduct of the United 
States. 

“Everybody in Spain is pleased that 
the negotiations are ended, because all 
had been apprehensive that fresh pre- 
tensions on the part of the United 
States would be sprung upon the Span- 
ish Peace Commissioners at every sit- 
ting.”’ 

THE THUNDERER’S IDEAS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


LONDON, Times, deal- 
ing editorially this morning with the 
“evidences of strong opposition to the 
annexation policy in the United 
States,”’ and the rumors that America 
will resell the Philippines, says: ‘‘De- 
spite all this, we believe that the Far 
Eastern interests of the United States 
and England will be brought into line 
and will be jointly safeguarded by a 
combination so strong and imposing 
that no other power nor powers could 
venture to defy it.” 

The Times thinks the advocacy by 
the Chicago Tribune and the New York 
Herald of the joint construction of. the 
Nicaragua Canal is significant evidence 
of the dominance of tihs feeling, and 
adds: “Whether or not such a co- 
dominion would be entirely free from 
objections, we hesitate to say, but that 


it was suggested is a subst tial 
of friendly feeling.” 


DONS STILL IN BED. 


Senor Garnica Talks About Details 
of the Treaty. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ]} 

PARIS, Dec. 9.—[By Atlantic 
ble.] Sefior Montero Rios, president 
of the Spanish Peace Commission and 
Sefior Ojedo, secretary of the commis- 
sion, are still Confined to their beds. 
The illness of Sefior Ojeda delays en- 
grossing the treaty, and it is doubtful 
whether it will be signed before Mon- 
day. The Americans held their usual 
session this morning. The Spaniards 
continue making bitter comments con- 
cerning President McKinley’s reference 
to the Maine. 

The Spaniards made a last cohtri- 
bution yesterday on the assembling of 
the commissions. Sefior Montero Rios 
then presented a  vigorously-worded 
protest, in which the Spaniards de- 
clared they had yielded to force, but 
that they invoked the confidence of 
the nations against the abuse of the 
rights of nations of which they were 
the victims. The protest was for the 
purpose of record, and consisted of an 
agreement in support of every con- 
cession demanded by the Spaniards, 
and which. the Americans refused, 
some of them peremptorily, and with- 
out discussion. The protest continued: 

“But these concessions which we 
were obliged to make, touch us less 
than the insult which has been inflicted 
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What happened at the recent election. 


upon our nation by President McKinley 
in his message. We again protest sol- 
emnly against the accusation hurled 
against us in connection with the 
Maine, and we intend to again submit 
the question to an international trib- 
unal, comprised of England, France 
and Germany, to determine who shall 
bear the responsibility of the catas- 
trophe.”’ 

When a correspondent of the Asso- 
ciated Press approached Sefior Gar- 
nica, of the Spanish commission for 
further details of the treaty, he said: 

“The fact that you represent all the 
American and English papers is really 
a reason why I should say nothing. 
But what you show me as havjng been 
cabled is substantially correct. The 
exact number of articles is still unde- 
termined. It depends upon how Sec- 
.retaries Ojeda and Moore divied the 
treaty. It may be twelve or twenty 
articles. The Americans are to pay 
the indemnity within three months of 
the ratification. We shall appoint con- 
suls in Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines without delay. The Cuban 
consul will be accredited to the powers 
that be.” 

Asked why the Spaniards refused to 
grant the United States a coaling sta- 
tion in the Caroline Islands, Sefior 
Garnica said: 

“The Americans could hardly expect 
that we would agree to discuss mat- 
ters outside of the protocol after the 
lessons we have had from them on this 
point: When we wished to discuss the 
Cuban debt they absolutely refused to 
consider it, and when they ask us for 
whatever they want, quelle toupet (what 
cheek;) yet the Cuban debt remains 
an important question for settlement.” 

In regard to the Spaniards final pro- 

test on the subject of the Maine, Sefior 
Garnica remarked: 
“That protest. now becomes history 
as it ig embodied in the protocol. We 
do not wish to remain under arn im- 
putation which would perpetuate ani- 
mosity and hatred against us, and 
which would be a source of constant 
irritation in Spain. It is neither loyal 
nor just that this thing should hang 
lover the reputation of Spain. We can- 
not submit to it.. It must be cleared 
up; it is an injustice to ourselves. 
There are many other causes to bring 
hatred between the two nations with- 
out the addition of such a one as this. 
As to the future relations of the two 
countries, that is one of the things 
that history alone can determine. Many 
nations which have been deadly en- 
emies are speedily reconciled.” 

Sefior Garnica was questioned as to 
the future of the Philippine Islands, 
and he said: 

“The United States has inaugurated a 
poticy which will bring it much trouble 
and many responsibilities. The Amer- 
icans are not prepared for the work 
they are about to undertake. Your 
democratic system must inaugurate an 
imperialistic and bureaucratic sys- 
tem, and you must increase your army 
and navy, with the result that there 
will be constant friction between your- 
selves and the European powers.” 

The Americans preserve secrecy re- 
garding the terms of the treaty. This 
is partly through the influence of the 
three Senators on the body who repre- 
sent that it would be discourtesy to 
the Senate ta publish the terms before 


the treaty is presented to that body 
by the President. The protocol of the 
treaty will almecst reach the dimen- 
sions of a volume, as it will contain 
every written statement presented on 
both sides during the conferences. 

In spite of the secrecy observed by 
the Americans, it is learned that the 
treaty in substance, consists of thir- 
teen or fourteen articles. The princi- 
pal articles provide for the cession and 
evacuation of Cuba, Porto Rico and the 
Philippines; and the political, admin- 
istrative and financial results thereof; 
the acquirement by the United States 
of public property, and the relinquish- 
ment of archives. 

Articles of secondary importance, de- 
clare the status of Spanish subjects re- 
maining in the ceded territories and 
unfinished law suits and contracts, 
guarantees of the same terms to Span- 


ish shipping and merchandise in the 
Philippine Islands for ten years, and 
leaving the status of Spain’s commerce 
in the West Indies to be determined 
later. 


An important provision is the guar- 
antee of religious freedom in the ceded 
_territories in the same terms as the 
Florida treaty, the Americans having 
steadfastly refused to incorporate any 
guarantee of the United States’ deter- 
mination to favor the property of the 
| Catholic church, leaving it subject to 
the general laws on the same footing 
/as private property. Senator Gray, 
/though well known to be radically 
, opposed to the policy of annexation or 
‘imperialism,’’ will vote in the Senate 
to ratify the treaty, considering that

WASHINGTON (D. C.,.) Dee. 9.—[Ex- 
elusive Dispatch.]

Bennett will report it from the Cammit- 
tee on Interstate and Foreign Com- 
merce. The bill grants a subsidy of 
$100,000 a year for twenty years to the 
Pacific Cable Company, New York, on 
condition that it give preof of an ability 
tai kay the cable amd have it in opera- 
tion from San Francisco to Honolulu 
by January 1, 1900, and to extend it to 
Japan and China in ene year more. 
The bill probably will be changed so 
to make the cable run from Haomo- 
lulu to Manila. There is, too, a strong 
feeling in the House that the ‘work 
should be undertaken by the govern- 
ment instead of by a private corpora- 
tion. 
It may be stated that there is a big 
raw coming over this cable business, 
ail because interested capitalists show 
disposition to hog everything. The 
Macific Cable Company Bill would give 
that concern big profit on work, and a 
rivel company. ‘vas, within the last few 
days, made a proposition for building 
the cable on a reduced subsidy. To- 
day it appears that these rival capital- 
ists are trying to come together and 
mulct the government joimtly, and com- 
paratively mildly. This causes a de- 
mand that the government undertake 
the work alone. 
WAR-TAX AMENDMENTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9. — Chairman 
Dingley of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee received a communication from 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
W. B. Scott, recommending a number 
of amendments to the act of June 1s, 
898, known as the War Revenue Act. 
The recomendations cover changes of 
administrative character under 
hedules A and 8B; also for. the 
Bonthiy payment of excise taxes on 
gar refineries and for a penalty for 
hiling to stamp  parlor-car_ tickets. 
urther provisions are suggested as to 
ti e examination by internal revenue of- 
ficers of articles subject to internal 
revenue taxés. 

Commissioner Scott advises that the 
Clauses providing for the stamping 
of telegraphic dispatches and receipts 
or bills of lading for freight anc ex- 
Press packages be so amended as to 
make it definite and certain who shall 
affix and pay for the stamp. 

The clause imposing a tax on com- 
mercial brokers, the commissioners re- 
as a discrimination agajgnst such 
brokers, and he recommends that it be 
Fepealed or amended so as to include 
Produce and merchandise, commission 
merchants, auctioneers and real estate 
Q@gents and brokers. The revenue- 
stamp tax on mortgages is recom- 
mended, inasmuch as there is a stamp 
tax on promissory notes, and the tax- 
ing of mortgages given to secure such 
Motes results in double taxation, fall- 
Ing on the debtor class. 

The commissioner also urees that if 
Drokers* pay the special tax required

Second Officer Gittings of the Lon- 
donian, in talking of the disaster to- 
day, said that the report from Balti- 
more that after the forty-five men had 
been taken on board the Vedamore, 
the steamer was soon lost sight of, and 
it was supposed that the remainder of 
her crew remained on. board, was an 
error. The second. officer states that 
they left but one small boat on the 
Londonian, and that boat was ‘seen on 
the wreck by the King Arthur when 
she sighted her, abandoned, and car- 
ried the first intelligence of the disas- 
ter to Liverpool. 


CABINET MBETING. 


Administration for the Islands awd 
Cablegrams Discussed. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The discus- 
sion of the details of administration of 
government affairs in Cuba, Porto 
Rico and the Philippines, under’ the 
treaty of peace, which is about to be 
signed in Paris, occupied a large part 
of the time at today’s Cabinet meet- 
ing. The establishment of a new pos- 
tal system in Cuba Was regarded asa 
pressing necessity. The present pur- 
pose is to fashion the new system, as 
far as practicable, upon our own 
model. 

Cablegrams were read from Admiral 
Dewey and Gen. Otis at Manila, giving 
their views as to the number of troops 
that it would be necessary to keep in 
the Philippines during the administra- 
tion of the military government. Fur- 
ther than this, the contents of these 
messages were not made public, but 
the information received, it was stated, 
Was entirely satisfactory to the Presi. 
dent. Nothing had been heard from 
Paris up to the close of the Cabinet 
meeting. An official denial is author- 
ized as to the transfer of the Philip- 
pines having ever been considered by 
this government, to any other nation. 

TARIFF AND POSTS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] ~ 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The Cab- 
inet also talked over an elaborate tar- 
iff measure, which is now in prepa- 
ration here to go into foree, as 
now planned, contemporaneously with 
the entire relinquishment of the island 
by the Spanish January 1. This tariff 
measure, it is said, will show an aver- 
age reduction all along the line of 
about 50 per cent from the Spanish 
tariff rates, The understanding now is 
that there will be;no expert duties, 
and that in other ways the burden of 
taxation will be reduced. 

Postmaster-General Smith remained 
in consultation with the President al- 
most the entire afternoon, talking over 
the scheme of postal administration of 
Cuba. There are two projects consid- 
ered, one to establish a United States 
system, similar to that now operated 
in Porto Rico, under direct administra- 
tion and full control of the United 
States, and the other to give Cuba an 
independent postal system, to be es- 
tablished and equipped by the United 
States government, but to be operated 
and administsered and all expenses 
paid by the Cubans, this government 
merely furnishing equipment at cost 
prices and assuming only a supervis- 
ory connection with it. A decision on 
this point will be reached shortly. . 


IGLESIAS'’S BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


Arrested on Swindling Charges Pre- 
ferred by a Cattle-raiser., 
fA. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—William H. 
Lynn, a brother-in-law of Don Rafael 
Iglesias, President of Costa Rica, who 
came with the latter to this country, 
has been arrested at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel and held under $2500 bail. 

He was arrested on an order granted 
by Judge Rischoff of the Supreme 
Court to Frank S. Lusk, a cattle-ralser 
and railroad constructor, of Rusk, 
Wyo. Lusk charges that Mr. Lynn and 
an associate, Francis C. Hatch, have 
failed to account to him for profits 
on a Costa Rican railroad scheme in- 
volving about $1,000,000, 


Inglish Capital Buying Street Lines. 


CLEVELAND, Dec. 9.—It is reported 
that an English syndicate is negotiat- 
ing for the purchase of both the Big 
and Little Consolidated street railway 
lines in the city, both cable and elec- 
tric, as well as all the suburban lines 
in and around Cleveland. Henry Ev- 
erett, formerly president of the Big 
Consolidated, and a heavy stockholder 
in the company, recently bought up 
large blocks of Little Consolidated 
stocks. It is now stated that Everett 
has been working as the agent of an 
English syndicate. The street railways 
of Cleveland, together with the suburb- 
an linét, are eapitalized at $24,300,000. 
It is estimated that the entire street- 
railwa¥ system can be purchased for 
about $36,000,000. 


Fast in the Ice. 

CLEVELAND, Dec. 9.—Capt: Little 
of the schooner Mont’ Blanc, which ar- 
rived here today, reported sighting the 
schooner Ganges, owned by W. H. 
Oakes of Detroit, frozen fast in a great 
field of ice off Bar Point, Lake Erie. 
The passage of the vessel was effectu- 
ally blocked, and she will probably re- 
main in her present position until the 
ice breaks up or a powerfu! wrecking 
tug-is sent to her assistance. 

The few vessels that succeeded in 
making this port today recemble great 
icebergs, covered with heavy ice from 
stem to stern.

“The Americans accepted certain 
modifications proposed by wus, and we 
accepted certain modifications pro- 
posed by them. Among the former is 
one proposed by me that should Amer- 
ican occupation of Cuba cease, and a 
new Cuban government be set up, 
America will advise that the Cuban 
government shall accept all of Cuba’s 
present treaty obligations and those 
incurred in the interim. 

“Except in the clauses relating to the 
Philippines, the treaty contains no im- 
portant stipwiation. For ten years equal 
privileges there for Spain may be 
granted; and likewise to all other na- 
tions, but for that period they cannot 
be taken away from Spain. I do not 
expect that the treaty wil] be well re- 
ceived in Spain. for the recent discus- 
sion of the Maine incident again 
aroused popular indignation.” 

Judge Day, the president of the 
United States commission, says the 
treaty is a secret document until it 
reaches President McKinley and the 
Senate, but, he adds: “The conclusion 
of peace By treaty Was a very geratify- 
ing thing. Failure in respect of it 
would have been a misfortune for both 
countries.”’ 


WATTERSON FOR EXPANSION, 


What England Has Done With Safety 
America May Attempt.

NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—The Patria

We must either go 
forward or backward, and we cannot 
go backward without loss of self-re- 
spect. The anti-annexationists ask 
how we can take these new responsi- 
bilities when our government at home 
is so admittedly corrupt.

We 
must have a great: market. 

“Also, the Philippine Islands are not 
further from the Golden Gate today 
than was San Frangjsco from Wash- 
ington when Califofnia was annexed. 
The centralized power of modern civili- 
zation annihilates'space and knits to- 


gether. All national expansion for us 


is but America—the boy grown to. 


manhood, and naturally reaching out.”

Secures Historic Ground, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The gov- 
ernment, through the Chickamagua 
Park Commission, has secured the 
deeds to sixteen acres on Lookout 
Point, the highest point*in the Chick- 
amagua region, and overlooking seven 
States and all the battlefields adjacent 
to the park. During the siege of Chick- 
amagua this point was an important 
Confedearte position, occupied by a 
battery. The Park Commissioners will 
at once replace the battery in the posi- 
tion it occupied during the war, and 
will erect ‘historical tablets at im- 
portant points. -It will be left to the 
several States whose troops were en- 
gaged at the point to erect monuments 
and memorial tablets.

DEWEY AND OTIS. 


STRONG TEAM FOR AMERICANS IN 
THE PHILIPPINES. 


The General Will Probably Be Made 
Military Governor of the Islands, 
Rumor That President McKinley 
May Desire to Visit Cuba and 
Porto Rico. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 10.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] I learn from Washington 
that a determination has been reached 
by the President not to send a com- 
mission to the Philippines, to report 
conditions and submit a plan for a 
form of government, as was done in the 
case of Hawaii, but to place the isl- 
ands under a combined military and 
civil authority, such as exists today in 
Porto Rico. This status will be pre- 
served until Congress determines what 
shall be done in the way of establish- 
ing a permanent government. Gen. 
Otis has won the commendation of the 
President and Cabinet, and he will 
probably be made military Governor of 
the Philippines with broad discretion- 
arv powers. A Cabinet officer said last 
night that with Dewey and Otis at 
Manila, the government had no uneasi- 
ness as to the result of the transfer 
of authority. in the islands. 

TOUR OF INSPECTION. 

It was gossipped at the War and 
Navy offices at Washington yesterday 
that President McKinley intends mak- 
ing a visit to Porto Rico and Cuba. 
Naturally this quiet rumor among the 
highest officials was quickly made the 
subject of serious speculation on ac- 
count of the exceedingly interesting 
questions it raised. Among other 
things there was a spontaneous re- 
vival of the fiction that the Chief Ex- 
ecutive could not pass the boundaries 
of the United States without forfeiting 
his office. It was generally recognized 
last night that the President might 
naturally wish to make a personal tour 
of inspection in those islands as soon 
as he could spare the time from press- 
ing public business in Washington, and 
that no valid objection could stand 
against such a tour as he is understood 
to contemplate. 

If the President visits Porto Rico and 
Cuba he will undoubtedly be accom- 
panied by Mrs. McKinley and several 
members of the Cabinet with their 
wives, and although the stay of the 
party in each port visited will nat be 
longer than a single day, an absence of 
two weeks from Washington will be 
necessary. It is probable that Secre- 
tary Alger and several army officers 
will go to San Juan, Santiago, Havana 
and other points in the island before 
the President visits those places. 

CONTROL OF PHILIPPINES. 

The complete independence of the 
Philippines and nominal control over 
the islands by the United States, in a 
manner identical with that relation 
which Great Britain bears toward Aus- 
tralia, and the sale of the Philippines 
are possibilities about which the 
President talks most in his conversa- 
tions with public men. The idea of the 
islands becoming permanently an in- 
tegral part of the United States is fa- 
vored by the President, but his close 
personal friends say the words “im- 
perialism,” “expansion” and coloniza- 
tion have become very objectionable 
ta the President, and he sincerely hopes 
for some solution of the great problem 
which will not commit the Republican 
party to a policy which can in any way 
be dubbed imperialism. 

TUMMY LIKES GEORGE. 

A London special says it is under- 
stood the Prince of Wales has spoken 
approvingly of the proposed monument 
to George Washington in Westminster 
Abbey. Several members of the Amglo- 
American League recently approached 
Dean Bradley, suggesting a national 
monument to Washington. The feel- 
ing which had in the past existed im 
England against Washington long since 
disappeared, and the movement for the 
monumemt would be a great influence 
for good, as tending to cement the 
friendly relations rapidly growing be- 
tween the two nations. It is said the 
dean had the matter brought to the at- 
tention of the Prince of Wales, who re- 
garded the project favorably yesterday. 
Dean Bradley said he had not enter- 


tained any definite proposition, but had} 


listened to many suggestions regarding 
the matter from members of the league 
amd others. He did not care to discuss 
the project until the league had taken 
further action. 

3 AUSTRIAN AMBASSADOR. 

It is reported from Vienna that Count 
von Kuefstein, the Austrian Minister 
to Switzerland, is to be transferred to 
Washington, with the rank of Ambas- 


sador. 
CAVALRY REVOLTED. 

The news comes this morning from 
Montevideo that the Third Regiment. 
of Cavalry, which was marching to 
the Brazilian frontier, revolted yester- 
day. The government sent another ex- 
pedition against the mutineers and de- 
feated the rebels near Cerro Largo. 

THE HERALD VIEW. 

A Washington special to the Herald 
says there is no doubt that the Presi- 
dent would willingly dispose of the 
Philippines at actual cost price if pub- 
lic sentiment would allow such a course. 
To his mimd it would-be the quickest 
and easiest way of freeing the United 
States from troubles in cannection with 
the government of the Philippines, 

CUSTOMS DISTRICTS. 

An order will be issued by the War 
Department at Washington today cre- 
ating a customs district for Cuba and 
Porto Rico, under the War Depart- 
ment, and a customs branch will 
be organized in the department, 
with an army officer in charge. 
The government will take possession of 
the customhouses in Havana Decem- 
ber 21, amd will then have charge of 
all customhouses im both Cuba and 
Porto Rico. It is probable that by the 
time the Havana customhouse is taken 
over, the new Cuban tariff, which has 
been prepared by Assistant Secretary 
of the Treasury Howell and Special 
Commissioner Porter, will be in opera- 
‘tion. This mew tariff will probably be 
made public early next week. 

GREAT ELECTRIC SYNDICATE. 

A syndicate headcd by William c, 


Whitney has secured control of the 


electric-light, heat and power facilities 
in New York City. In the history of 
America few monopolies of such an im- 
mensity have been known. For six 
months the syndicate has been at work 
securing the more important electric 
companies with franchises for illumi- 
nation and power, and all subways and 
conduits on Manhattan Island. 
REORGANIZE GOULD PROPERTIES

JOHN ANDERSON HANGED. 


Olive Pecker Murderer Furnishes a 


Ghastly Exhibition, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
NORFOLK, Dec. 9.—John Anderson, 
the condemned murderer of Mate Saun- 
ders of the schooner Olive Pecker, was 
executed in the City Jail at 3 p.m. to- 


scaffold unsupported, and with firm 


step, ascending the steps without as- A 


sistance. Anderson made a short speech 
Saying he had forgiven the men who 
swore his life away, and would die at 
peace. 

At 3:06 o’clock the trap was sprung, 
and Anderson's ‘body shot downward. 
The rope parted just inside the knot. 
and his body fell to the cobblestones. 
A thrill of horror ran through the 
crowd. Officers and witnesses rushed 
to the body and snatched the cap from 
his head to find blood oozing from the 
mouth, nose and eyes. 

A doctor was called and soon An- 
derson opened his eyes, and it was said, 
began to breathe naturally. He was 
carried,» feet foremost, up the stairs 
to the platform and laid down until a 
chair was obtained. He was placed in 
this, but never spoke. Preparations for 
rehanging him were hurriedly made 
The other end of the rope was adjusted 
around his neck. He was raised to a 
standing position and the straps again 
nlaced on his limbs. While being sup- 
ported by the officers the trap was 
again sprung. In twenty-three minutes 
life was pronownced extinct. Ten min- 
utes elapsed between the first and sec- 
ond drops. Anderson’s neck was broken 
supposedly by the last drop. 

Marshall Treat refusesd to turn the 
body over to the Virginia Anatomical 
Society, and it was placed in a hand- 
some casket and buried in the seamen’s 
lot in Elmwood Cemetery. 


HIS CRIME. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


Anderson’s crime has attracted wide- 
spread attention, being a sea tragedy 
of singular romance and atrocity. The 
schooner Olive Pecker sailed from Bos- 
ton, laden with lumber, for a point on 
the River Plata, Brazil. When 150 
miles off the coast of Brazil, Anderson, 
a Swede, had an altercation with the 
captain. When the latter retired to 
the cabin, Anderson followed and shot 
the captain dead. Then he armed 
himself heavily and went on deck, 
where, mounted on the forecastle, he 
terrorized all on board. 

The mate, who was aloft, was called 
down and, while pleading for his life, 
was shot four times. Then the crew 
were ordered to throw the mate over- 
board and, on protesting that he was 

dead, were assured that “he was 
dead ‘enough.”’ 

This done, the crew were marched 
below at the point of a pistol and or- 
dered to throw the captain’s body over- 
board. Then Anderson directed that 
oil be thrown over the lumber, after 
which the oil-soaked ship was set on 
fire and the murderous crew took to the 
boats. Anderson was apprehended at

PORTO RICO AFFAIRS. 


EVERYTHING MOVING ON WELL 
IN THE ISLAND. 


Assistant Secretary WVanderlip Re- 
ports Conditions Peaceable Except 
for Band@its and Politicians. 


CUSTOM DUES COMING IN. 


SPANISH OFFICIALS FILLING THEIR 
DUTIES HONESTLY.

Admiral Dewey Summarizes the Con- 
ditions in Manila—Two Filipinos 
Seek Citizenship—Troops in 
Havana Streets. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—Assistant 
Secretary Vanderlip, who is expeoted 
to arrive in the United States from 
Porto Rico next Monday, has made a 
preliminary and informal report to Sec- 
retary Gage of his observations in that 
island. Under date of the 25th ult., he 
reports that the military authorities 
are getting along fairly well with cus- 
toms collections. Everything received 
has been deposited with De Ford & 
Co., financial agent of the government, 
and the amount now on deposit aggre- 
gates more than $100,000. Spanish cus- 
toms officials have been put to work at 
the various~ports, and this system 
works satisfactorily. The men, he 
writes, are honest, and it is thought 
by prominent military officials that the 
government is getting everything it 
should. 

Military officers at San Juan contend 
that the reports that have reached: the 
United States concerning the outbreaks 
and disturbances of the peace on the 
isiand are not without substantial 
foundation. During the evacuation 
there were more or less disturbances 
of a rather periodical and private char- 
acter, but the situation now, Mr. Van- 


derlip writes, is as peaceable as it is’ 


in the United States. Within a few 
days, special reports have been re- 
ceived from the Mayors of each 
municipality, and they all unite in the 


statement that the conditions are en- 
tirely peaceable and the people law- 
abiding. 

There have been some troubles on 
the west end of the island by political 
agitators, mainly among emigrants 
from Hayti, who are said to have a 
epedial faculty for fomenting discords, 
but at the present tmie, there is noth- 
ing serious, even in that district. The 
military authorities have been’ espe- 
cially active in capturing some organ- 
ized bands of bandits, and it is re- 
garded as an especially good omen, that 
the natives are rendering them aid in 
ferreting out these people. A number 
of bandits are confined in prison, anda 
will receive civil trial. Possibly some 
of these cases may result in the ex- 
ecution of the offenders, and, in fact, 
our military authorities are inclined to 
believe that if this sort of punishment 
is ordered at the opening trials, little 
more of this kind of disturbance will 
occur in the island. 

The American troops have, on the 
whole, been well-behaved and have, 
according to the testimony of the com- 


manding officers, given practically no 


g trouble at all. It has been a tremen- 

dous task getting the civil adminis- 
tration of affairs into operation again. 
Practically all civil administration was 
at a standstill after the fall of the 
island. An endeavor has been made to 
put the Spanish officials, or as near as 
could be done, back into their places, 
and have the civil administration of 
affairs go on as nearly as possible in 
the usual routine. 

At Ponce, where there are, says Mr. 
Vanderlip, some specially sharp poli- 
ticians, they revived an. obsolete 
autonomist scheme of municipal gov- 
ernment, and were all ready to put it 
into force. Gen. Brooke, however, 
found it of a most rigorous and pater- 
nal character, and declined to permit 
its adoption, whereupon seventeen of 
the thirty members of the Council re- 
signed. The commanding general has 
just completed the selection of their 
successors, and municipal _ affairs 
there will soon be adjusted. 

The American commanding officers 
have been withdrawing guards from 
the sugar plantations, and they think 
this is going to have a good effect. The 
condition of affairs,-it is said, is worse 
than slavery at some of these planta- 
tions. The work was done by peons, 
who receive 6 pesetas a day on an 
average, and were then subjected to 
the very worst type of “company 
store.” Those stores give short weights 

in everything sold. Among several 
hundred alleged pound packages of rice 
weighed by American officials, there 
was not one which weighed over three- 
fourths of a pound. Our officers made 
the owners of the plantations show 
some sort of fair treatment to the 
peons; refused the request for guards, 
and have heard nothing further about 
riots. It is thought that the with- 
drawal of the guards from the planta- 
tions will work a great improvement, 
and that has practically been accom- 
plished throughout the island. 


GEN, HENRY REPORTS, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


SAN JUAN DE PORTO RICO, Dec. 
».—Gen. Guy V. Henry, military goy- 
ernor of the Island of Porto Rico, in 
a series of letters to the council gives 
further details of the policy which 
the mayors are urged to maintain in 
the interest of public health and or- 
der. He points out that the responsi- 
bilities have increased with the  in- 
crease of their field of action. No per- 
won is to be imprisoned without spe- 
cific charges being preferred; all per- 
sons now in prison without such 


Yoharsey against them are to be freed: 


customs. duties and money values 
must be regulated by the United States 
Congress, but the towns are to be 
improved by the adoption of American 
standards, with a view of educating 
the people in patriotism and self-re- 
ance; resort to military power is to 
be had only when absolutely necessary, 
and soldiers who do not respect the 
civil authorities are to be severely 
dealt with. 

Gen. Henry appeals to Porto Ricans 
to smother’ their political differences 
and to unite in behalf of their country. 
In a second letter the military governor 
Bays: 

“JT am anxious to have the people fee] 
that they can be directly represented 
here for the purpose of complaints, 
grievances and recommendations, At 
present there seems to be a feeling that 
the island is ruled by one-man power, 
wvhich is a relic of the Spanish system. 
I desire to learn, so far as possible, the 
views of the people; and I therefore 
instruct the council to inform § the 


5 3 mayors that they may send here, on 


or before December 19, two delegatés 
from each mayoralty,. one Liberal and 
one Radical. to be chosen by the re- 
spective municipal councils. 

“In case of a town where the two 
political parties do not exist, or 
where one does not, its mayor and 
council may choose non-partisans in 
their best discretion. My object is to 
enable me to come into direct contact 
with the people. I reserve to myself 
absolute right to act as I see fit on 
the recommendations of dele- 
gates, and shall not be influenced re- 
garding them by men now in office. I 


\ 


shall listen to the voice of the people 
through their delegates, and shall ex- 
famine and consider what they lay be- 
fore me, particularly the complaint 
that an unneces number of officers 
are now connected with the various 
councils.”’ 

These letters are to be generally pub- 
lished, and a copy of the second is be- 
ing sent to all post commanders, who 
will report as to cases where proper 
delegates are not sent. 

It being evident that the civil courts 
cannot or will not act with sufficient 
promptness against bandits, firebugs 
and murderers—there not yet having 
been a aingle conviction for either of 
these offenses, though many have been 
committed—an immediate example is 
necessary, and Gen. Henry has ap- 
pointed a military commission to try 
cases of this character, when properly 
presented. His activity in these 
various directions is universally com- 
mended. 


DEWEY SUMMARIZES. 


Notable Improvement in the Philip- 
pine Conditions. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The Navy 
Department has received, a cablegram 
from Admiral Dewey summarizing the 
existing conditions at Manila and such 
points in the Philippines as have been 
visited by his officers. Advices also 
have been received from Gen. Otis, the 
commandant of the United States mili- 
tary forces,in the islands, and they both 
go to show a notable improvement in 
conditions and the growth of a better 
spirit among those factions of the na- 
tives which promised to give trouble. 

This fact is particularly gratifying, as 
the United States government is al- 
ready giving considerable attention to 
the best means at hand to redeem the 
‘pledge it was placed under by the 
treaty of Paris to secure the release of 
the Spanish prisonefts held by the 
Philippine natives. There are about 
five hundred clerical prisoners, and the 
government is confident that their cap- 
tors will deliver them up on proper 
representations from Gen. Otis and Ad- 
miral Dewey, made, possibly, through 
Consul Wildman. It may be necessary 
to call the navy into service in this 
matter, for the reason that some of the 
prisoners are held in captivity on other 
islands than Luzon, which can be 
reached best and most effectively by 
Admiral Dewey’s ships. 

Besides these clerical prisoners, the 
Americans themselves held nearly 15,000 
Spanish soldiers as prisoners, men Cap- 
tured at the fall of Manila. These are 
actually on parole about the city, and 
the question is how are they to be re- 
turned to Spain. This must be settled 
by the Peace Commissioners at Paris. 


ZERTUCHA EXONERATED. 


Many Proofs the Charge of Treason 
Against Him Was False. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says Dr. 
Zertucha came into unenviable noto- 
rietv at the time Maceo was killed, 
when it was charged that when acting 
as: Maceo’s physician, he betrayed him 
into the hands of the Spanish where 
he died endeavoring to cut his way 
out. Zertucha was said to have re- 
ceived $50,000 for this infamous act of 
treason. Friends of the doctor, how- 
ever, stood steadfastly by him, assert- 
ing he had never any idea of betray- 
ing the insurgent cause. Not long ago, 
he requested an official inquiry into 
his conduct, which was ordered by 
Gen, Mayia Rodriguez. 

The report made by Alejandro Rod- 
riguez, president of the board of in- 
quiry, completely exonerates Zertucha, 
The report touches upon Zertucha’s 
services as surgeon, and his having ex- 
posed himself to great danger in fifty 
engagements. He was with Maceo when 
the latter was killed, and made a 
death certificate before his interment 
and then deserted, fearing the enmity 
of several Cuban leaders. But even 
out of the army he continued, in many 
Ways, to assist the cause of the in- 
surgents, proof of which has been fur- 
nished. Last May he joined the forces 
in the field, where he acted as chief 
surgeon and again fought bravely in 
several battles. The report concludes: 
by giving him a clear oertificate of 
character and patriotism. 

An American syndicate pur- 
chased the Colon market, covering a 
block in the center of the city. The 
terms of purchase arg not made public. 

Charles W. Gould, attorney for the 
evacuation commission, will have 
charge of the distribution of supplies 
coming from Savannah on the Comal. 
Mr. Gould has just returned from a 
trip to distribute supplies, which car- 
ried him as far east as Caibarien.

In every city and village vis- 
ited he found the better citizens, par- 
ticularly the Spanish, more than will- 
ing to codperate in philanthropical en- 
terprises. -He spent considerable time 
investigating the general conditions of 
affairs, and being, in effect, the direct 
representative of President McKinley 
to whom he will make an exhaustive 
report, he had every opportunity to 
obtain information.

New Yorkers to Be the First to 
Make Demonstration.

HAVANA, Dec. 9.—[By West Indian 
Cable.] The first United States troops 
to march through the streets of Ha- 
vana will be the Two \Hundred and 
Second New York Regiment, which, 
with band playing and colors fiying, 
will march Sunday from the.San José 
Wharf, after landing there from the 
transport Minnewaska, through the 
heart of Havana to the Western Rail- 
way station. The line of march will be 
through the Prado and Central Park. 
These troops will be sent to Pinar del 
Rio province. The troops will remain 
on board the Minnewaska tonight.

It is intended that the first appear- 
ance of the United States troops in 
Havana shall haveaan impressive moral 
effect upon the Cubans.

EXPEDITION TO MANILA. 


Regulars to Have Cruiser Escort 
and Stop En Route. 
{A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Dec. 9.—A dispatch to 
the Tribune from Washington says the 
three regiments of regulars destined 
for Mamila have not been selected, but 
as none of those now in New York 


‘State and other Atlantic garrisons can 


well be spared, the conclusion was 
forced upon the authorities that 
economy as well as rapidity of action 
required them to be sent by. way of 
the Mediterramean instead of journey- 
ing across the continent and then un- 
dertaking the trying and monotonous 
voyage on the Pacific, with no hav 

of rest after leaving Hawaii. 

The garrison under Gen. Otis at Ma- 
nila now consists of one company of the 
regular engimeer battalion, six troops 
of the Fourth Regular Cavalry, six 
batteries of the Third and Sixth Regu- 
lar Artillery, three regiments—the 
Fourteenth, Eighteenth and Twenty- 
third—Regular Infantry, fifteen regi- 
ments of volunteer infantry amd six 
patteries of volunteer artillery, includ- 
ing the Astor Light Battery, which al- 
ready has homeward orders. It will 
be the effort of the authorities to re- 
turn all these volunteer regiments and 
batteries to the United States as 
speedily as possible, bringing them 
home as far as feasible in the order in 
which they reached Manila after Ad- 
miral Dewey's victory, and it is be- 
lieved that on the arrival there early 
in February of the three regiments of 
regulars from New York, several com- 
mands may be released from the duty 
that has already grown irksome to 
them. 

The expedition from New York could 
start in the course of the next week 
if it were mot for the exigency in Cuba 
which demands the. utilization of the 
entire marine transportation resources 
of the government on the Atlantic Coast 
just at present for providing pratec- 
tion to all imterests in that island 
promptly on the departure of the Span-. 
ish garrison. Although the Ninth at 


Madison the Thirteenth at 
Forts Porter, Columbus and Niagara, 


the Twenty-first at the Plattsburg bar- 
racks, all in New York, as well as 
other regiments of regular fnfantry at 


posts east of the Rocky Moumtains are 
equipped ready to start, practically on 


the tap of the drum, a delay is essential 
for at least two weeks to secure the 
necessary transports. The vessels to 


take these three regiments from New 
the 


York to Manila will probably be 
Berlin, with a capacity for 200 men 
and the Chester, which can comfortably 
provide for 1500 men. These ships are 
declared to be in excellent cemdition 
and capable of carrying all the sup- 
plies and equipment essential for the 


force, beside having the advantage of 


roomy decks and plenty of elbow room 
for three thousand men amd the neces- 
sary officers. 

Some question arose upon the ad- 
vantage of the Mediterranean route 
before its virtual adoption, as to the 
possibility of sending such an expedi- 
tion through the Suez Canal without 
violating the neutrality regulations of 
that waterway, but the State Depart- 
ment, which is taking an active interest 
in the expedition and will, through its 
consular officers, undertake to make 
the stay of the soldiers pleasant in the 
foreign ports visited on the voyage, 
prompthy swept this away by citing the 
precedent of an armed Spanish squad- 
ron under Camara securing a right-of- 
way to pass to the Red Sea from the 
Mediterranean at the height of hostili- 
ties, notwithstanding the cautious rep- 
resentations of this government. After 
that incident it is considered impos- 
sible that such an international canal 
could ever be closed in time of war, 
not ta mentiom such times of peace gs 
at present, except by the exercise of 
force. 

The navy may send one or two cruis- 
ers with the expedition as far as Gib- 
raltar, where the Helena has just ar- 
rived and where she may act as a 
convoy, and Admiral Dewey may send 
one of his vessels as far as Simgapore 
ta meet the fleet. Stops will probably 
be made on the voyage at Gibraltar, 
Port Said, Aden, Colombo and Singa- 
pore, where coal will be ready and 
fresh food will be obtained. It will de-

CHICAGO, Dec. 9.—Democrats, Re- 
publicans and citizens, irrespective af 
party, assembled in mass-meetings in 
verious wards of the city tomight and 
declared themselves unalterably op- 
posed to any street-railway legislation 
under the Allen law. Acting under this 
law it is proposed in the City Council 
to extend the street-railway franchises 
fifty years. 

Prominemt speakers were in attend- 
ance at all of the meetings. The war 
machinery of the Democratic party 
took up the cause just as the Executive 
Committee of the Republican party 
had done a few days previous. Chi- 
cago has never witnessed such a spec- 
tacle before, and it is doubtful if any 
other city has. 

Mayor Harrison called for volunteers 
today to help him win the fight against 
the fifty-year framchise ordinance on 
the proposition: ““No franchise-exten- 
sion ordinance of any kind until the 
Allen law repealed.’””’ Today he 
wrote his e to the following: 

“Every political, social, religious or 
other organization which takes actiom 
against the proposed traction ordi- 
nances is requested to send a delegate 
to the Independent Anti-Boodle League, 
room 323 Ashland Block. Such dele- 
gate shall act as a member of the 
league’s Executive Committee and shall 
réport the necessity of public action, 
should such necessity arise, to the or- 
ganization sending him. It is neces- 
sary that a permanent and watchful 
force should follow the people’s fight 
to the end.

In addition to political speakers, the 
league has at its disposal lawyers, 
judges, mimisters, professors, business 
men and working men who have of- 
fered their services.

"CATTLE KING” DISAPPEARS. 


Fugitive Gillett No Longer to Be} 


Seen in Chihuahua, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. }

states that Grant C. Gillett, the fugi- 


tive Kansas cattle 


man, has disap-

For ten days previous to his disap- 


pearance, the dispatch says,

found refuge on the ranch of J. M.

Fisher is a former Kansan, whose ca- 
reer in Kansas was not unlike that of 


Gillett. 


He failed in the banking busi- 


ness at Abiline in 1889, and the bank has 
since paid only 5 per cent. on deposits 


amounting to $300,600. 


Gillett and his companion, the Texas 


lawyer named Troxel, 


disappeared 


when they learned that detectives from 
Kansas City were close upon their trail. 
The dispatch states that C. A. Sheffer, 
the Kansas City commission man, who 
went south with the detectives, suc- 
ceeded in attaching several thousand 
dollars which Gillett had deposited in a

WASHINGTON, Dec. 9.—The annual 
‘report of the. inspectpr-géeneral ‘of ithe 
army, made public tonight, is some- 
what unique. The exigencies of the 
war have scattered the officers of the 
bureau “from “their regular duties to 
the command of troops in the field, and 
reduced the number of Inspections 
considerably. At the same time the war 
brought out results in the branch of 
the service devoted to military in- 
struction in civil schools and colleges, 
and makes the basis for some interest- 
ing recommendations in this line. The 
inspector-general pays a marked com- 
pliment to the personnel of his depart- 
ment, ag well @s to the other branches 
of the government under whose direc- 
tion the war was successfully prose- 
cuted, with a high compliment to the 
President. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the report is that upon military 
colleges. Except for the interruption 
of military instruction by the with- 
drawal of regular army instructors 
during the war, 15,000 students are be- 
ing annually trained in practical and 
theoretical military service:in private 
and public schools and colleges.

AIR CUT OFF, 


Workmen in the Tesla Mines Fight 
for Life. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

OAKLAND, Dec. 9.—The lives of 23 
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[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 9.—The only 
serious accident of the gale was the 
drowning of two Italian fishermen. 
They had been up the river in the boat, 
the Santa Ellia, and came down flying 
before the gale. When off Goat Island 
they tried to come about and run for 
Fisherman’s wharf. The boat missed 
stays, and the next moment the wind 
had filled the sail and their craft was 
capsized. Its occupants, Gelatano Bal- 
estrere, and his partner, known as 
Giuseppe, were drowned. Balestrere’s 
son and brother in another boat made 
a heroic, but vain attempt to rescue 
the victims of the storm before they 
had been swept into the sea. 

The steamer H. J. Corcoran did not 
get in from Stockton until late. Four 
miles from Stockton she went aground, 
but got off again. At Antioch the full 
force of the gale was encountered, and 
there Capt. McMurty tied up until the 
storm went down. She did not leave 
for Stockton until midnight. 

At section two of the seawall is the 
British ship Miltonburn. The batter- 
ing she gave the grain sheds has left 
them in such a condition that if another 
- storm comes up before repairs can be 
made they will be carried away. Over 
two hundred feet of the wharf is torn 
up, the underpinnjng is gone, and much 
grain has been lost. At the Oregon dock 
450 feet of the roof was wrecked. Con- 
- siderable damage was also done to sec- 
tion three of the seawall. A rock barge 
at the Angel Island quarry went 
ashore. but the tug Sea Witch went 
over and towed it off and to a place 
of safety under the lee of the island. 

The steamer Orizaba made port in 
safety from Southern California. The 
City of Peking from China and. the 
City of Panama from Central American 
ports are both behind time. The State 
of California went out on her way to 
Oregon. 

Several high fences in this city were 
prostrated, but no one was injured, At 
Oakland, the big chimney of the Home 
for the Blind was blown down, and at 
the mole a part of a shed was blown 
across the track and derailed a local 
train, and out at the race track at 
Emeryville the wind blew down the 
long covered way leading from the sta-. 
tion to the ground. 

A section of the iron roof of the Pied- 
mone power-house was blown away, 
and several small vessels were damaged 
at the narrow-gauge mole and a few 
yachts on Lake Merritt. A piece of the 
roof of the Asbury Methodist Episcopal 
Church was found on Clay street. The 
waves dashed so high over the Oakland 
mole that wagon traffic was suspended. 

THE WIND-SWEPT COAST. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 9.—The storm 
which raged along the Pacific Coast last 
night~and today extended from the 
northern border down to the State of 
Texas and as far east as Nebraska. In 
this city the wind attained a velocity 
of forty-five miles an hour, but at Point 
Reyes, in the teeth of the gale, the 
wind swept along at the rate of ninety- 
six miles an hour. Considering the ve- 
locity of the wind, the damage done to 
shipping was very slight, and $10,000 
will pay for everything, including the 
charges for tow-boat men for extri- 
cating vessels from dangerous positions. 

Reports show that all the- region 
from Utah west to the coast is feeling 
the storm, and in Sacramento Valley 
vesterday the wind attained a velocity 
of between twenty-five and _ thirty 
miles an hour. Local conditions show 
that the storm reached here about 5 
o’clock last evening and increased in 
force during the night, reaching a 
velocity at 9 a.m. today of forty-five 
miles an hour in San Francisco. On 
Mount Tamalpais it blew at the rate 
of sixty miles an hour from the north- 
east all the morning. The J. D. Bibb 
lumber raft, which was brought into 
port two months ago, after breaking 
loose at sea, went to pieces during the 
morning. 

The bulk of the raft broke away 
end was carried in all directions, over 
the bav. The ferryboat Piedmont, on 
her 9:30 a.m. trip from Oakland, wad 
delayed half an hour by the floating 
debris. 

The steamer South Portland and the 
ship Jabez Howes had a- narrow escape 
from destruction at the Stuart-street 
wharf. The steamship all through the 
night bumped into the Jabez Howes, 
and this morning the two vessels be- 
came locked. The iron steamer pounded 
into the wooden vessel until she was in 
danger of sinking. Two tugs came to 
the rescue and demanded $7000 from 
Capt. Daniels to tow him to a place of 
safety. An hour was spent in carry- 
ing on an argument, which was more 
forcible than choice, and eventually 
the skipper agreed to pay $3000 for the 
services of the tugs. Steel hawsers 
were made fast, and the tugs pulled 
the South Portland away from. the 
Jabez Hewes, which lost some of her 
rigging. The steamer was taken over 
to Oakland Creek, to a place of safety.

Will Spend Seven of His Remaining 
Years in Prison,

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 
Becker, known to the police all over 
the country as the ‘Prince of Forgers,”’ 
was sentenced by Judge Wallace today 
to serve seven years at San Quentin 
for defrauding the Nevada Bank of 
this city out of over $20,000 by means of 
a raised check, which he with three 
others, Cregan, who recently confessed, 
being the principal accomplice, pre- 
sented to the bank for payment. 

Owing to the confessions of his part- 
ners in crime, Becker pleaded guilty, 
the prosecution and defense agreeing 
on a plea for a short sentence, in view 
of his so doing.

INTERLOPING ZEPHYRS BLOW THE

Showers Visit San Diego, Pasadena

Still the rain comes not. Thursday 
night’s shower passed over the city, 
leaving only .01 inches of rain to 
moisten the pavements. At San Diego, 
.42 inches fell; at Long Beach and San 
Pedro there was a brisk little shower; 
Pasadena was moistened; Riverside 
was visited, and the mountains in 
many parts of Southern California 
were powdered with white snow. 

“The snow which fell in the moune 
tains will in some small measure re- 
plenish the sources of supply of the 
artesian wells.and: irrigation works,”’ 
said United States Weather Observer 
Franklin yesterday. “That isn’t 
enough. What is needed is a good, 
steady downpour for a week. It is so 
long since any rain fell that the ground 
is baked hard. A steady and long- 
continued rain is needed to thoroughly 
moisten the soil. Until that comes, 
farming operations are about at a 
standstill. Wheat and barley cannot 
be sown until it rains. Some farmers 
are trying dry seeding, but that is a 
precarious experiment.”’ | 

The cloudy weather and occasional 
flurries of rain in Southern California 
yesterday were caused by the same 
air-trough which brought about 
Wednesday’s shower, but by a different 
process. Before Wednesday’s showers 
began, the trough of an.air-wave came 
traveling down the coast and ‘started 
eastward. This area of depression was 


‘northward from Los Angeles. It caused 


air currents to rush in from the south- 
west, from off the ocean, laden with 
moisture. Forced up by the mountains 
into higher altitudes the air became less 
capable of carrying water vapor, the 
moisture was condensed into clouds, 
and a little rain fell. 

The trough of the air wave traveled 
on eastward. For many days the ba- 
rometer has stood very high all over 
the plateau region; the temperature 
has stood at zero or even lower, and 
the cold, dense air has been piled up in 
a great inert mass, the crest of a dense 
air-wave. 

The area of-depression, journeying 
eastward, was unable to _ penetrate 
into the region of high pressure. It 
was deflected from its course and 
forced down along the border in the 
region of El Paso. A great air eddy 
is supposed to have formed. The area 
of depression swept around until yes- 
terday afternoon it was somewhere in 
the region of the Gulf of California. 

The air-trough which . Wednesday 
was northward from Southern Cali- 
fornia, was yesterday in Mexico. In- 
stead of flowing northward, the air 
currents rushed into the opposite di- 
rection... All day a northeast wind 
blew, cold and dry. 

Although the surface winds were 
from the northeast, the air currents 
from the southwest were not checked 
entirely, but forced upward Into higher 
altitudes. The surface winds which 
chilled the city about 8 o’clock yes- 
terday morning attained a velocity of 
twenty-one miles an hour, but most 
of the day the speed was not more 
than half that. All the time the clouds 
kept moving across the sky from the 
southwest, showing that the upper air 
currents were still flowing. northeast. 
The moisture in the southwest winds 
was condensed into heavy clouds by 
the rarefaction of the air, and the low- 
ering of the temperature, but not suf- 
ficiently for rain to fall. The great 
height of the clouds was shown by the 
fact that the tops of the mountains all 
day long were in clear air, though 
there were heavy masses of clouds 
above them. 

Storm signals were displayed at the 
neighboring ports yesterday. The pre- 
diction made for last night and today 
was cloudy weather and showers, fol- 
lowed by clear weather. The reliability 
of the government weather predictions 
is shown by the fact that 80 per cent. 
of them are fulfilled... Chief Moore of 
the Weather Bureau is directing a se- 
ries of experiments with kites, which 
are expected to increase the efficiency 
of the service. 

At present the weather observations 
are made only in the lower strata of 
air. By the use of kites, self-register- 
ing meterological instruments can be 
sent up into the higher regions of the 
air, and by flying the kites tandem, 
an immense altitude can be attaine 
If all the observers can obtain accu- 
rate data daily as to weather condi- 
tions up above the mountain tops, 
comparison of reports from different 
stations will yield even more trust- 
worthy results than are obtained -at 
present, and the length of time for 
which accurate forecasts can be made 
will doubtless be extended beyond

GETTING REAY FOR A WINTER'S

month of September. I didn’t disturb 
them, for I was glad to have the op- 
portunity of. observing their move- 
ments, as the weather grew colder, 
in hopes of finding out something 
about their hibernation. For about a 
week they stayed around the rocks. 
During the daytime they would bask 
in the sun, five or six times in the 
space of a few yards. If I approached 
too close, they would glide in beneath 
the rocks. Several times during the 
week I visited them at night, and 
found them, always coiled, under the 
stones. But one night it came on 
much colder than usual, and the next 
afternoon, when I visited my hillock, 
not a snake was to be seen, neither 
under the stones nor elsewhere. I con- 
cluded that they had left the nipping 
wind of the previous night, and had 
moved away in search of some more 
favorable location. Very rarely after 
this cold wind did I meet with a snake 
in the woods or swamps. .They had 
deserted the rocky hillocks, and all 
the other sunny spots where I used 
to see them. 

T soon found out where some of 
them had gone. In one corner of the 
grounds attached to my house there 
is an old well, now disused. Once 
only during the summer had I found 
a snake at this well, and that was at 
a time when water was scarce in the 
woods. But now, when the cold was 
fast driving the snakes from one re- 
treat to another, I one day noticed 
several of them sunning themselves 
by the well. For two or three days I 
saw them there, and then found that 
thev either left this place, ton, or elee 
stayed closely hidden away, for 
T saw them no more, 

FIVE SNAKES IN A CELLAR. 

About this time also I found the 
freshly cast skin of a large water 
snake in the cellar of a neighbor's 
house; it had evidently gone in there 
to hibernate. A search in my own cel- 
lar revealed a very interesting state 
of things. Under a pile of rubbish 
I found five garter snakes comfort- 
ably coiled. When I uncovered them 
thep put out their tongues, but didn’t 
otherwise move, so I fixed up the 
place as it was before, and left them 
to continue their winter’s sleep. Since

FATE OF BELATED SNAKES. 


It is not to be supposed that every 
snake succeeds in finding a hiding 
Dlace satisfactory to him before the 
frost sets in. I have found them still 
abroad seeking a refuge, as late as the 
10th «f November. Late in the even- 
ing on that date I met with two lying 
out exposed in the woods, overtaken 
by the cold, so benumbed that they 
could scarcely move, and ready to fail 
a prey to the frost, or the first preda- 
tory animal that chanced to find them. 
On being taken into the house they re- 


covered, and are now as lively as they 


ever were. 

Now. bearing in mind the observa- 
tions I made above on the proceedings 
of the snakes during the autumn in 


seeking their winter home, let us go to 


the captive snakes in my _ collection, 
and see if they can give us any addi- 
tional information as to the why, when 


and how of their hibernations. 


One of the things I have most ‘Ao- 
ticed among my captive snakes is 
their great sensibility to change of 
temperature. Too much heat or too 
much cold discomposes them, and they 
show their disapproval by trying to 
get out of their cages. With ordinary 
Summer temperature they are con- 
tent. Even when autumn comes on, if 
the heat in their cages be kept regu- 
lar, they show no evidence of uneasi- 
ness. But let a blast of wintry wind 
blow on them and the temperature 
continue low for a few days, and the 
snakes which have felt it will give up 
eating, and scarcely cease from their 
efforts to get out, to seek some warmer 
place. I have known snakes, after 
getting the first shock of wintry cold, 
to give up eating in consequence for 
two, three or even four months. and 
only regain their appetite by being 
kept continually at a summer tem- 
perature. 


STOPPED EATING WHEN SLEEP 


BEGAN. 
My bull snakes (pityophis,) from 


Texas, having felt cold winds in Sep- 
tember, 1896, gave up eating at once 
and fasted continuously till the fol- 
lowing March; while-snakes from these 
northern and colder States resumed 
their feeding in January; though they 
all had the same heated room during 
the period. That they. all had their 
appetites interrupted by the first cold

CHIEF GLASS. 

Some vague rumors are circulating 
about, to the effect that an effort is 
to be made to remove Chief of Po- 
lice Glass in the not remote future. 
So far these rumors have not’ been 
traced to any reliablesource, and 
they may prove to be the mere idle 
chatter of sensation-mongers. It is 
to be hoped that such will prove to 
be the case, for it is to the interests 
of the city to retain in its service an 
officer so experienced, so capable, and 
so efficient as Mr. Glass has shown 
himself to be in his present position. 

While Tur Tres has not hesitated 
to criticise mildly and with good 
humor some of the acts of Chief 
Glass on occasion, it freely recog- 
nizes the fact that the city of Los 
Angeles has never had a better Chief 
of Police than Mr. Glass. That ne 
has made mistakes {s true. The man 
that never saakes mistakes is indeed 
i rare specimen of the genus homo, 
But his mistakes have not been of a 
serious or radical nature. They have 
been of minor character and detract 
little if any from his standing as an 
officer, 

THE TIMEs has said openly whatever 
it had to say concerfiing the official 
administration: of the Chief of Police. 
This paper is not addicted to the 
habit of mincing words, and it has 
not departed from its usual custom in 
the case of the Police Department. 
But, notwithstanding all this, Tup 
TIMES recognizes in Mr. Glass a fear- 
less, able, honest, conscientious and 
efficient officer, whom it would be 
folly to retire from the service of the 
city, to make way for an inexperi- 
enced and perhaps an_ incompetent 
successor. 

The Police Department of Los An- 
geles is one of the most important 
departments of the city governments. 
Its administration must be in able 
nands, for the safety of citizens, the 
security of life and property are di- 
rectly dependent upon the faithfulness 
and efficiency with which the office 1s 
administered. It is dangerous to ex- 
periment with this matter, and it 
would be foolish to dispense with the 
services of a tried and courageous of- 
ficer, familiar with the business of 
the department. It is manifestly to 
the interest of the city of Los Ange- 
les to retain the services of Mr. Glass 
in his present position, and Tue Tres 
sincerely hopes that this will be done. 


A FAIR EQUIVALENT. 

In consenting to terms of peace 
without exacting from Spain any 
cash indemnity to cover the expenses 
of the war, the administration took 
into account the impoverished  con- 
dition of Spain and her practical in- 
ability to pay cash for anything. But 
although we agree to pay to Spain 
the sum of $20,000,000 in considera- 
tion of the cession of the Philippines, 
we shall not be without indemnifica- 
tion for the expenses incurred by 
the war, for with proper development, 
under the influence of American en- 
terprise, the islands will no doubt 
be worth in a few years more than 
the entire cost of the war. Henry 
Clews, in his financial review for the 
week ending December 3, takes this 
view of the matter, and also makes 
a good point in support of our consti- 
tutional right to hold the islands. He 
says: 

“The acquisition of the Philippine 
Islands, together with Porto Rico, 
gives us a fair equivalent in value for 
the entire outlay connected with the 


recent war, which has been estimated 


in round numbers to be ultimately 


$300,000,000. These islands may speed- 


ily double in value what they cust 
us, through the rapid -developmeat 
which will be sure to be inaugurated 
under American rule and enterprise.” 
We have just as much right to hold 
these islands as colonies under the 
Constitution as we have to hold 
Alaska, which was purchased from 
Russia for $7,000,000, and is now worth 
considerably over $50,000,000. Alaska 
is under our territorial government— 
the Philippine Islands and Porto Rico 
will be similarly governed in future.

LEGISLATORS, BEWARE OF ENTANGLF- 
NTS. 

The legislators of Southern Califor- 
nia, who are to meet in this city to- 
day, will doubtless be able to out- 
line a course of action during the 
forthcoming session at the capital 
that will redound to the benefit of 
this section in particular, and of the 
commonwealth in general, provided 
the caucus is confined to the legiti- 
mate purposes of legislation and Is 
not transformed into a town meeting 
for the purpose of booming some 
small man for an office that is much 
larger than he-can fill. At present 
the Senatorial situation in California 
is vastly mixed, and it will be the 
part of wisdom for our representa- 
tives in the Legislature from this sec- 
tion of the State to hold matters in 
that connection in abeyance until 
there has developed, as there un- 
doubtedly will, later on, a candidate 
for the high office of Senator, around 
whom the people of California will 
be glad to see them rally. 

It is not improbable that an effort 
will be made at today’s meeting to 
round up the members present for 
a candidate for the Senate on the 
narrow ground of locality. Such a 
movement will be impolitic, indiscreet 
and embarassing later on. Our legis- 
lators will do their duty if they de- 
cline to be “herded” for any candi- 
date, no matter where he comes from. 
Under a resolution adopted at the 
recent county convention the members 
of the Legislature from Los Angeles 
are instructed to give a complimen- 
tary vote to Mr. Bulla, and they will 
no doubt obey these instructions to 
the letter; but they would be unwise 
to go a step beyond the strict letter 
of their instructions, which means a 
single vote for the local aspirant 
for which the candidate made such an 
appealing plea, in person, on the 
floor of the convention, contrary to 
the canons of good taste, and to the 
damage of the gentleman’s dignity. 

California should be represented at 
Washington by a strong, able, com- 
manding and aggressive man, and thaf 
such a man will be presented at Sac- 
ramento for the consideration of the 
Legislature there is little reason to 
doubt. Our representatives should 


‘be in position to assist in the election 


of such a man, when the time comes, 
and not tie themselves up to a weak 
candidate, who has no more show for 
election than a hen would have to go 
through hades without getting her 
feathers scorched. 

We have every confidence in the 
sagacity, integrity and good judg- 
ment of the men who will represent 
Los Angeles county at the forthcom- 
ing session of the Legislature, and we 
believe them to be too wise and too 
adroit to be led into making any 
promises or pledges to Senatorial can- 
didates of small bore, that it would 
be embarassing to carry out when the 
crisis comes that is to be met at Sac- 
ramento next month. 


Every good American will be re- 
joiced to see that at least the Porto 
Rican press is becoming Yankeeized 
in its speech with amazing celerity.

“DO WE FLUNK ?’ 

Under the above headline, the New 
York Tribune discusses the proposi- 
tion that the United States has been 
“guilty of inexcusable aggression in 
taking the Philippine Islands.” As 
the Tribune says, there is neither 
honesty nor common sense in that 
proposition. The destruction of the 
Spanish fleet in Manila Bay was a 
necessity of the war. Having de- 
stroyed the SpdAnish fleet, and placed 
the islands virtually at our mercy, 
we became responsible in a certain 
eense for their future. The responsi- 
bility was in effect thrust upon us, 
and we could not escape it. 

One of the best of answers to the 
complaints of anti-expansionists Ys 
the question, “What should we do 
with the Philippines?” Not one of 
the opponemts of annexation has as 
yet been able to give a satisfactory 
answer to this question, which has 
been an open one since the guns of 
Admiral Dewey sounded the death- 
knell of Spanish sovereignty in the 
islands. In the present situation, we 
are confronted by a condition, not a 
theory. We must act, and we cannot 
evade the responsibility for action. As 
the Tribune well says: 


“Men who try to talk sense must 
start with actual facts. The control 
of the Philippine Islands has been 
abandoned by Spain. The United 
States can do one of three things— 
abandon them to anarchy and bar- 
barism, sell them to some European 
power, or rule them, Abandonment 
would be infamy. .Sale would. de 
shame, unless we believe first that 
some European power, ready to pay, 
would be able to manage the islands 
better for humanity than we could, or, 
second, that we must inevitably fall 
where Spain a century ago succeeded. 
Be it not forgotten that Spanish rule 
for these savage islands was a cen- 
tury ago wonderfully enlightening 
and uplifting. They were robbed, but 
they were taught. They were subject 
to arbitrary rule, but it was infinitely 
better than the rule of rival savage 
chiefs. Spain introduced a state of 
things immeasurably better than the 
islands had ever known. And here 
there are Americans who doubt 
whether a century later this nation 
can do as well as Spain did then. 

“We have to do better. Spain has 
been a century behind the ages, and 
this nation could not get twenty years 
behind it 1f it tried. Mistakes will be 
made; that goes without saying when 
fallible human beings undertake a 
great and new task. Is there any 
American who soberly believes’ that 
the worst possible mistake of Ameri- 
cans will not result better than Span- 
ish government last year? Here we 
stand, with this strange and unde- 
sired responsibility upon us. It is stu- 
pid now to ask whether it could have 
been avoided, for it is here. It is 
simply idiotic to imagine that an 
anarchic rule by savage chiefs would 
be better for the islands than such 
rule as an American soldier can give. 
What 1s left for the opponents of the 
treaty? Nothing but a claim that 
the United States in 1888 has not the 
right to acquire territory which Jef- 
ferson exercised in 1804 and Seward 
in 1864. This is -our chore in the 
world’s progress, coming to us without 
choice, but not to depart from us 
without fulfillment. Does America 


flunk?” 


A shameful effort to let the noto- 
rious forger, Karl Becker, off with a 
nominal sentence is being made in 
San Francisco, and the Call of that 
city denounces it as a “rotten 
scheme.” That newspaper declares 


| that the enterprise in behalf of Becker 


shows the incompetency of Chief 
Lees; that he (Lees) is a bargainer 
with crime and that when hecalls upon 
the court to ratify an agreement with 
criminals “he insults, not alone the 
court, but the people.” San Francisco 
has had so much of this sort of thing 
in connection with the prosecution of 
malefactors that the people, however, 
have gotten to a point where’ they 
are calloused against insult and sur- 
prised at nothing that the police de- 
partment of the metropolis may at- 
tempt. That things are in a mighty 
bad way with respect to criminal 
jurisprudence in San Francisco has 
long been a matter of general knowl- 
edge, and that much of the odium 
resting upon the courts is due to the 
condition of affairs in the police de- 
partment, is equally apparent.

BURBANK. A 
elaborately staged, and presented in a 
thoroughly artistic manner is Victo- 
rien Sardou’s “Scrap of Paper,” in the 
hands of the Henderson Company at 


fascinating play, 


the Burbank. The lines sparkle 
with wit, a rapid cross-fire of clever 
repartee, meaning, of a clean, whole- 
some, invigorating quality that is men- 
tally stimulating, morally without re- 
proach. The play bristles with compli- 
cations that lend a keen zest to the 
final denouement, and through three 
acts some dozen people revolve about 
an innocuous looking little piece of 
pink note-paper upon which the struc- 
ture of the play rests. It is introduced 
in the most ingenious ways and at the 
most inopportune times; it is forever 
falling into the wrong hands, and, 
originally a confession of love, it is 
used, or misused, severally as a taper 
to light a lamp, the sarcophagus of a 
“tiger-beetle,” a gun wad, and fin- 
ally, on the reverse side, is scribbled 
a burst of affection from a rollicking 
boy to his sweetheart. Everybody in the 
cast handles it at some time or another, 
and in the hands of each it is more 
perilous than at any other time if the 
harmonies are to be preserved. At last, 
in the eleventh hour and fifty-ninth 
minute, it is put to a use that is emi- 
nently satisfactory to all concerned, 
and the audience finds time to draw a 
breath that is not one of apprehension. 

In order toatall getatthe plot, the 
ubiquitous ‘‘scrap” must be of course 
first mentioned. It bears a love mes- 
sage from a thoughtless, frivolous girl 
to the man with whom she was hav- 
ing a harmless flirtation when it was 
written, three years previous to the 
opening of the play’s action. During the 


interval it has been sequestered in a 


porcelain mantle ornament that was 
used as the amatory post box. The girl 
has married another man with whom 
she is devotedly in love. He for whom 
it was destined has been around the 
world, and in the first act there are 
mutual explanations between the wife 
and the wanderer. In the midst of it, 
Monsieur le Mari enters, with a friend 
of the wife’s, an astute young woman, 
whose indifference to the male biped is 
only equalled by her serene confidence 
in being able to take care of herself 
and. keep out of mischief. The evident 
embarrassment on the part of the Ba-. 
ron’s wife and her whilom lover who, 
while utterly innocent of any wrong 
doing, are apparently open to suspi- 
cion, sets the ball rolling by arousing 
the husband’s jealousy,.and awakening 
an active curiosity and interest in the 
breast of the Amazonian young woman. 
From that instant the plot thickens, 
sub-plots and characters are intro- 
duced, the weave of the mesh grows 
more tangled and the joy of the audi- 
ence increases apace. 

In the role of Prosper Couramont, the 
returned traveler, polished man of the 
world, irreproachable gentleman, wit, 
with epicurean tastes and a large wun- 
quenchable instinct for battle in any 


-form, Edward M. Bell is thoroughly at 


home, an artist to the finger tips, and 
the gay insouciance and unhallowed 
glee with which he enters into the ra- 
pier vlay of words in which his in- 
voluntary position places him from the 
beginning, gives a telling crispnesg to 
his lines. As in-all he does, Mr. Bell al- 
lows no smallest point to escape, and 
his bachelor’s den, which is the set- 
fing for the second act, is most invit- 
ingly sumptuous with its trophies and 
works of art from all climes. 

Miss Fitzallen’s Suzanne is a very 
finished performance. She invests the 
part with an airy abandon, a cleverly 
simulated indifference, a calm confi- 
dence in her powers that make a most 
effective foil to Prosper, and are in 
themselves an allurement which he in 
the end is powerless to resist. In her 
scene in the second act, where she and 
the Baroness are hunting for the com- 
promising note, and again when to the 
Baron she assumes all responsibility 
for 1t at the cost of her own principles 
and convictions, Miss Fitzallen does 
some particularly artistic work. 

The Baroness is very graceful and 
charming in Miss Raymond’s hands; 
Olive Madison makes a naive Mlle. Ma- 
thilde, and Carrie Clarke Warde, ex- 
cept for a tendency to overact, is funny 
as the fussy Mlle. Zenobie. 

Asa Lee Willard’s Baron is a cap- 
ital piece of work. His cordial demeanor 
as a host in the first act would freeze 
a polar bear, and his scene with Su- 
zanne when he warms wp to the situa- 
tion, was the best thing he has done 
here. Harry Adams’s Brisemouche, the 
naturalist, is a particularly clever 
piece of character drawing, with the 
exception of a needlessly exaggerated 
“jag” at the end of the dinner. Kings- 
lev Benedict makes a breezy, jolly 
natural Anatole, and Russell Bassett 
and Charles Fleming fill out the cast 
acceptably as steward and footman 
respectively. 

“A Scrap of Paper” will be given this 
afternoon at the matinée, again this 
evening, and for the last time tomorrow 
night.

Only fraudulent goods are not s0 
marked, and only. newspaper circula- 
tions that are not what it is desired to 
have those interested believe them to 
be are concealed. This is as true of 
trade newspapers as of any others.

It is doubtful whether the number of 
those who lost their lives in the re- 
cent horrible holocaust in San Fran- 
cisco will ever be known. The bodies 
of the victims are still being found, 
and the fire, unfortunately, did its 
work so well that they cannot be 
identified. 


The political gossips are having a 
glorious time selecting avpointees to 
be chosen to serve under the State, 
county and _ city officials recently 
elected. By and by we shall hear from 
those who will make the appointments, 
and the probabilities are that some of 
the present predictions will be badly 
disfigured. 


The warfare against the encroach- 
ment of the oil men upon the territory 
immediately surrounding Westlake 
Park has not been ended by the de- 
cision of Justice Morrison.

Health Officer Dunn of Oakland has 
adopted a new method of diagnosing 
cases suspected of being typhoid fever, 
The discovery, it is said, has lately 
been made that by a microscopic ex- 
amination of the blood that disease 
may be much more readily diagnosed 
than by the ordinary symptoms, While 
it usually takes three or four days to 
determine a doubtful case by the old 
method, the examination of the blood 
decides the question at once. All the 
physicians of Oakland have, therefore, 
been furnished with instructions to 
obtain blood samples and send them 
to the health office for examination. 


Here is a hint for the Los Angeles 
Board of Health. 


The little town of Del Mar, in San 
Diego county, has suddenly acquired 
a fame that would do credit to an old- 
time mining camp. The fact that a 
man approaching Del Mar from Sor- 
rerito felt it necessary, in order to in- 
sure a measure of safety, to ride into 
town carrying a pole bearing a white 
flag upon it, indicates the terrorism 
that prevailed—in this man’s mind, at 
least. The hotel man who paced the 
streets with a Winchester and defied 
the whole population, vigilance com- 
mittee included, has reconsidered his 
defi, and departed. If there are no 
more outrages such as have been per- 
petrated of late, the inference will be 
made that he was the cause of them, 
whether he perpetrated any of them or 
not. but there will still be a_ sus- 
picion in the minds of most people 
that there are others remaining there 
who deserve punishment as much as 
he does. It seems to be a case of 
“peace without honor.”

BROILED HERRIN. 


HIS BOSSLETS DONE TO A TURN BY 
DE YOUNG’S PAPER. 


The Political **Kindergarten” Man- 


Plicity Behind the Skirts of Mrs. 
Leland Stanford—A Most Beauti- 
ful Roast. 


[San Francisco Chronicle:] An even- 
ing paper of this city printed in a re- 
cent issue an extendea statement, given 
out by the law department over which 
that kindergarten politician, Herrin, 
presides. This political brief set forth 
with due elaboration, that Mrs. Stan- 
ford was. opposed to the election of M. 
H. de Young to the United States Sen- 
ate; that she was possessed of trunks 
filled with letters addressed to the late 
Gov. Stanford in relation to the affairs 
of the railroad company, and particu- 
larly to the outrageous dealings of that 
corporation in buying and otherwise 
corrupting members of the State Leg- 
islature, Congressmen and others -in 
positions of public trust whom the cor- 
porations had sought to debauch; that 
the publication of these letters. would 
cause a great deal of trouble to the 
company, and that the fear of such pub- 
lication had made the company give 
heed to Mrs. Stanford’s protest. 

This attempt by the head of the law 
department of the railroad to drag 
down an estimable woman—the widbw 
of his former employer—into the mire 
of railroad politics was the main topic 
of discussion yesterday in the clubs and 
hotel lobbies, and, in fact, in all places 
where men congregate and talk of af- 
fairs of public interest. Expressions of 
disgust for the counterfeit czar of the 
railroad building, who is now seeking to 
hide from the consequences of his 
treachery and deceit behind the skirts 
of a woman, were heard on all sides. 

It was not considered surprising that 
Herrin should take such a contempti- 
ble and cowardly refuge, since it is 
well known that his courage is about 
on a par with his ability and his hon- 
esty, but there were some who could 
not understand why his masters should 
sanction such dirty tactics. 

This same Herrin has personally ex- 
hibited in various quarters a private 
letter from Mrs. Stanford, supposed to 


of New York, in reference to the contest 
for the United States Senatorship. 
Proofs of this barefaced treachery on 
Herrin’s part are in the possession of 
the Chronicle and will be furnished to 
any avwthorized representative of Mrs. 
Stanford. Such utter disregard of or- 
dinary decency as Herrin has shown is 
not a surprise to those familiar with 
the “law and politics’ department of 
the railroad. In that special province of 
Herrin the name of the widow of Le- 
land Stanford is bandied about in the 
most outrageous manner. Its mention 
has been accompanied, wpon occasion, 
by epithets of disrespect, and more than 
one contemptuous phrase directed at 
her has been heard to roll from the glib 
tongue of an official who rates high on 
the law department pay roll. The men- 
tal degradation that permits the use of 
expressions of personal contempt in 
connection with the name of the widow 
of Senator Stanford—herself a _ large 
stockholder in the corporation and con- 
sequently in the position of an em- 
ployer of the men who so revile her— 
may not be easily described. — 

It is an open secret that the kinder- 
garten politician has told his personal 
and political acquaintances that it was 
Mrs. Stanford who was making all the 
trouble in the political arrangements 
of the railroad. He explained that he 
dared not offend her, owing to the fact 
that Huntington, the Searles estate and 
the Crockers did not hold, in the aggre- 
@ate more than a few hundred shares 
of Central Pacific stock, while Mrs. 
Stanford still retained 15,000 shares. It 
is also a matter of history that all those 
interested except Mrs. Stanford sold 
their stock at high prices after they 
had executed a lease of the Central Pa- 
cific to their dummy corporation, the 
Southern Pacific. 

In his detestable attempt to use Mrs. 
Stanford as an excuse for his treachery 
the novice in diplomacy, politics and 
tact indirectly seeks to exculpate him- 
self and to accuse Mrs. Stanford of 
being responsible for the outrage the 
railroad is attempting to perpetrate 
upon California by foisting Dan Burns 
on the people as a United States Sen- 
ator. It needs only the consummation 
of this vile scheme to round out the in- 
famous career of the Southern Pacific. 
The best evidence of the railroad’s mis- 
management is its employment in high 
places of men who are not admirable 
even as rogues—men lacking utterly in 
capacity and judgment, as they are 
lacking in honor and veracity. Before 
now the corporation has paid ‘big sal- 
aries to liars, but they were at least 
masters in the art of lying, and they 
have generally had courage as well as 
brains. It is not of record that any of 
them, detected in his dirty work, has 
tried to hide behind a woman whom 
he had personally reviled and whose 
husiness interests he had betrayed. In 
the effort to inflict Dan Burns and his 
record upon the State and the nation 
the railroad appears to have sounded 
the lowest depth of its political cess- 
pool. It needed such a corporation to 
select such a candidate, and it needed 
a Herrin to be the mismanager of 
such a campaign.

FRANCHISE FAVORED 


ELEVENTH-STREET LINE WILL 
PROBABLY BE BUILT. 


Many Property-owners Want the 
Road—City Clerk’s Annual Li- 
cense Report.

CONTRACTORS CONTEND OVER THE 
MERITS OF STREET-SWEFPERS. 


Am Unnamed Woman Looms Up in 
Joe Hunter Case—Arguments 
in the South Side Irriga- 
tion Suit. 


The Board of Public Works took up 
yesterday the matter of the granting 
of a franchise to the Traction com- 
pany for a street-railway line west on 
Eleventh street fram Georgia to 
Hoover. Fifty or more property-owners 
appeared to support the petition, and 
argued at length. 
There was no opposition, but the board 
was undecided as to the. legality of 
the gramting of the franchise, there be- 
ing a seeming. conflict in the law. This 
was explained and the board decided 
to recommend to the Council that the 
franchise be advertised for sale as pe- 
titioned for by the company. 

The City Clerk has completed that 
part of his anmual report which refers 
to licenses. It shows a decrease in the 
number of licenses over last year due 
to the abolition of the real estate li- 
cense and the reduction by 25 per cent. 
of the licenses on oil wells. 

The bids for the four bridges soon 
to be built by the city will mot be con- 
sidered until the city has secured right- 
of-way for the approaches of all 
bridges. This has been done in all 
except the Los Felis road bridge, and 
that will be secured today. 

The merit and value of the “Bernard 
Castle”’ and the ‘Kelly’ street-sweep- 
ing machines were disputed over yes- 
terday before Judge Shaw in the suit 
brought by A. J. Stewart against W. 

The plaintiff had a 
contract at Pomona and the defendant 
in this city, and agreed to make an ex- 
change of machines. It did not turn out 
satisfactorily, amd the court has now to 
adjudicate the differences.

Judge Campbell of San Bernardino, 
who has been sitting in Judge Allen’s 
department to hear the suit of Arnold 
et ak vs. the South Side Irrigation 
Company, yesterday found that the 
distribution of the sewage as shown 
during the trial of the case is not in- 
jurious to health. The arguments of 
coumsel were therefore canfined to the 
question as to whether it is a nuisance 
or not.

NEW STREET RAILWAY. 


FRANCHISE FOR THE ELEVENTH- 
_ STREET LINE RECOMMENDED. 


Scores of Property-owners Before 
the Board of Public Works—City 
Clerk’s Annual Report of Li- 
censes—Many Tunnel Bids. 


When the regular session of the 
Board of Public Works convened yester- 
day morning the committee-room of 
the City Hall was crowded with in- 
terested property-owners. All of them 
had come there to lend support to the 
petition presented to the Council some 
weeks ago asking that the letting of 
@ street-railway franchise on West 
Eleventh street west of Georgia street 
be advertised for, and that after a 
proper hearing, the contract be sold. 
There had been a thorough canvas of 
the part of the city which would be 
benefited by this eailroad, and the at- 
tendance showed that a large number 
of people were interested in the mat- 

The petition for the franchise 
had been presented in the interests of 
the Los Angeles Traction Company, but 


* the preperty-owners before, during and 


after the meeting, stated that they did 
mot care Whether that company or 
me other secured the franchise, so 
ng as they were given the benefits of 
@ street-car service. 

The members of the board were late 
in beginning business, and it was 
nearly 11 o’clock before all the members 
appeared. When they had finally taken 
their seats and had opened the meet- 
ing, Chairman Blanchard asked 
whether there was any particular mat- 
ter which they desired to take up. At- 
torney Wiison stated that most of the 
people present were there in the inter- 
ests of the application for a franchise, 
and he suggested that that matter be 
first taken up, as a matter of con- 
venience to those present. The board 
consented to this, and Attorney Wil- 
gon delivered a half an hour's speech 
on the subject. He began by saying 
that the property-owners along the 
line of the proposed extension of the 
line were almost unanimously in favor 
of it. and they wanted the street-car 
service, so that they would not be com- 
pelled to walk long distances to a car 
line. He stated that he had under- 
gtood that the reason that the board 
had not taken action on the matter be- 
fore was because of an alleged legal 
objection to such action, and the fear 
that under the law they would be 
liable to be prosecuted for malfeasance 
fin office. It seems that in 1893 the Leg- 
fisiature passed a law governing the 
granting of franchises, and but fora 
later law there would be no difficulty in 
the granting of the one petitioned for. 
In 1897. on March 13, the Legislature 
adopted another law on the same sub- 
ject. which referred wholly to munici- 
palities, and which impliedly repealed 
the former law. Six days later, how- 
ever, the Legislature passed another 
Jav. which reénacted the law of 1893 
with the exception of that part of it 
that was contained in the act of 
March 13. The latter act applied to 
the granting of franchises within 
cities. and the later law applied to 
the granting of franchises outside of 
incorporated cities. 

The difficulty with the members of

the Board of Public Works was that 
they supposed that the two laws were 
in conflict, and that if they granted 
a franchise under either of them, they 
would be disregarding the other law, 
and there would be a probability of 
prosecution for malfeasance .in office. 
This the atlorney.Widiculed. He read a 
letter from Judge John H. Chapman 
to City Attorney Dunn, in which it 
was tated that in his opinion were 
there only property interests involved 
he wouid advise a client that the law 
of March 13 would prevail, and that the 
franchise cculd be granted. There was,’ 
however, a last paragraph in the let- 
ter in which Judge Chapman stated 
that if he was advising the Council 
he would say for them not to grant the 
feanchise under either law. In this the 
representative of the people interested 
in the franchise did not concur. He 
stated that it was true that they 
might appeal to the Legislature to re- 
lieve the supposed ambiguity in the 
laws, but that body would reply that 
the meaning of the two acts were plain 
and that no change was necessary. 

Attorney Wilson asserted that there 
was no conflict in the law, and that all 
that the Council had to go by was the 
law which covered the letting of 
franchises within incorporated cities, 
and had nothing to do with the later 
act. which referred to county fran- 
chises. He stated that there was not 
the slightest danger of indictment in 
event the franchise was granted, for 
the Council could not legalize a fran- 
chise that they had no right to grant. 
He explained at length the necessity 
for the construction of the road _ pro- 
posed, saying that it would be greatly 
to the advantage of hundreds of resi- 
dents of that part of the city to have 
a street railway service on Eleventh 
street. 

Judge Anderson spoke briefly on the 
matter, saying that the supposed dan- 
ger of a charge of malfeasance in offi- 
ce-Was a bugaboo, pure and. simple, 
and that there was. not the slightest 
danger on that account. 

A number of others spoke on the sub- 
ject, each of them urging that the 
board recommend the granting of the 
franchise. Councilman Blanchard at 
the conclusion of the speeches stated 
that so, far as he was concerned he 
could see no reason why the granting 
of the franchise should not be recom- 
mended. This remark was greeted with 
cheers. The other members of the 
board coincided with the opinion of Mr. 
Blanchard, and it was decided to pre- 
sent the matter to the Council Monday 
with the recommendation that the pe- 
tition for a franchise be granted. 

No action was taken with reference 
to the petition of the Traction Com- 
pany for a franchise on East First, 
Anderson and Aliso streets. This mat- 
ter will come up later after it is as- 
certained what disposition is to be 
made of the other franchise matter.

have protests been filed, and the Coun- 
cil has sequired jurisdiction to order 
the work. The ordinances provide for 
the opening of an alley from Eighth to 
Ninth streets between Broadway and 
Hill street; the improvement of Lerdo 
street between Pico and Eleventh 
streets; the sewering of portions of 
Fifth and Boylston streets: the im- 
provement of Boyle avenue from a 
point 302 feet south of Fourth street 
to Stephenson avenue, and the improve- 
ment of Sixth street from Mateo street 


Obiection on part of property owners 
to these several improvements, it is 
almost certain that the ordinances will 
be adopted without division. 

The City Clerk will also notify the 
Council that the contract with the 
Meek Baking Company for furnishing 
bread to the City Jail expired Novem- 
ber 22. The Cowncil will doubtless erdes- 
that bids for a new contract be adver- 
tised for at once. 


Taken Under Advisement. 

The Board of Public Works and the 
commissioners for the opening of Park 
Grove avenue held a short session yes- 
terday to see if they could not deter- 
mine upon some settlement with the 
property owners who are protesting 
against the confirmation of the report 
of the commissioners, The protestants 
were represented by Mr. Holland, who 
stated what was considered by the 
property owners their cause for pro- 
testing. Their protest was based upon 
alleged inequalities in the assessments 
against property and the allowance of 
damages to other property. After some 
discussion of the matter the board took 
the matter under advisement, and will 
report wpon it at the regular meeting 
of the Council Monday. 


Many Tunnel Bids. 


At the next meeting of the City 
Council bids for the construction of 
the Third-street tunnel will be opened, 
There are sixteen of these bids in all, 
but it is almost certain that some of 
them will be withdrawn so as to leave 
only about ten. The reason for the de- 
sire to withdraw some of them is thata 
number of the bidders having once bid 
on the work, discovered that they had 
been underbid by some other contrac- 
tor and they therefore submitted an- 
other propositon lower than their first. 
They desire now to withdraw their orig- 
inal bids. That there should be ten bids 
is surprising, it having been supposed 
that. owing to the short time allowed 
by the Council for the bids, there would 
be but three or four. Had there been 
a session of the Council last Monday 
the bids would have been opened, but 
as it was election day the session was 
deferred unti! next Monday. 


Want Right-of-way First. 

Before the bids for the construction 
of the four bridges soon to be erected 
by the city are considered, it is the 
Intention of the Bridge Committee, to 
jwhom the matter was referred by the 
sjouncil some,time ago, to first secure 
right-of-way for the bridges and ap- 
proaches. This will not be difficult to 
do except in the case of Los Felis 
bridge, the title to the land needed for 
the building of that structure being 
somewhat in doubt. The City Engineer 
has had a survey made of the ap- 
proaches to this bridge, but owing to the 
inability to find the owner for certain 
of the property it Was necessary’ to, 
make a much more extensive survey 
than was expected. The work is now 
complete and the Bridge Committee 
will today visit the place and endeavor 
to’ secure deeds from the property 
owners for a sufficient strip of land 


TWO STREET-SWEEPERS. 


POMONA AND LOS ANGELES CON- 
TRACTORS IN COURT. 


A Bernard Castle Exchanged in Part 
Payment of a Kelly Machine, to 
the Plaintifi’s Dissatisfaction. 
Wants the Contract Rescinded. 


Judge Shaw was engaged ail of yes- 
terday in listening to the merits and 
demerits of certain street-sweeping ma- 
chines, the relative merits of which 
were in some sort championed by op- 
posing counsel in the suit of A. I. Stew- 
art against W. I. Hollingsworth. 

The plaintiff has resided at Pomona, 
and had the city contract for keeping 
clean the streets of that little burg. 
The defendant was engaged in doing 
similar work in Los Angeles. The 
plaintiff was using a Bernard Castle 
sweeper, which he testified yesterday 
was a very good machine, but which 
he consented to trade off with Hollings- 
worth for an O. S. Kelly sweeper, as 
he believed the latter would work more 
economically. An agreemnt was en- 
tered into between the parties in Au- 
gust, 1897, by virtue of which the ex- 
change was made, and Stewart prom- 
ised to equalize the relative value of 
the machines by paying over his non- 
negotiable obligation for $400. Shortly 
after the exchange was made the plain- 
tiff paid on his note the sum of $77.50. 

Now Stewart avers that the repre- 
sentations made to him prior to the 
exchange were made with intent to de- 
fraud and cheat him; and that when 
Hollingsworth said the Kelly sweeper 
was a first-class machine, suitable for 
Pomona, and having been thoroughly 
tested, he said what was not true. On 
November 5, 1897, he gave notice to the 
defendant of recission of the contract, 
and is anxious that the court order 
that the contract be rescinded, and the 
written obligation cancelled. 

The defendant, Hollingsworth, does 
not, however, concede all these aver- 
ments of the plaintiff. He contends 
that Stewart had every opportunity af- 
forded him for testing the Kelly 
sweeper, and that-the sale of the re- 
spective machines was a bona fide 
transaction. 
in payment on his notes for the $400, 
he took back the Kelly machine, he 
maintains, for non-compliance of con- 
tract, and after proper notice it was 
sold at public auction to Mr. Baugh for 
$100, that being the highest bid. The 
expenses of sale amounted to $10. and he 
remaining $90 he credited to plaintiff, 
leaving a balance due by him of .$300, 
including accrued interest. 

In this state of the case much +testi- 
mony was taken regarding the manner 
in which the contract was entered into, 
and the capabilities of the respective 
sweeping machines. The further hear- 
ing will be continued today. 


STRANGE EVIDENCE APPEARS. 


A Woman Looms on the Horizon of 
the Hunter Case. 


There is a lull just at present in 
the matter of Harry Clark’s sentence 
for the murder of Wong Sing Hay and 
the prospective trial of Joe Hunter on 
the same charge. But while very little 
is being said, investigations are and 
have been proceeding on three inde- 


to develope interesting results, even if 
they have no other merit. Counsél for 
Clark did not make a full showing, it 
is believed, when a continuance was 
last asked for, and for the reason that 
proof was not in their hands regarding 
certain matters which, if shown con- 
clusively by affidavits, would certainly 
give Clark the new trial he asks for. 
In behalf of Joe Hunter, it is said, 
some decidedly sensational] 
will be made when the case comes up, 
tending to show that the defendant is 
the much maligned man that his coun- 
sel and friends assert that he is. The 
Hunter family have money and quite a 
lot of it, and it is therefore reasonably 
certain that no bit of evidence that 
may tend to his advantage will fail to 
be forthcoming. On the other hand, 
the prosecution is handicapped by rea- 
son of the fact that the case will be 
taken up and carried to a conclusion 
by the incoming District Attorney. 
This being so, the investigation almost 
of necessity is bound to flag until the 
change takes place, for the case has 
been so complicated that only by the 
expenditure of some money can men 
be kept at work following up clues. 
Nevertheless Assistant District Attor- 
ney Williams has gathered together a 
mass of information, some of which 
has been made public and some has 


not. 

One of the curious facts developed is 
that a certain attorney of this city, 
and one occupying a position at the 
bar such as to establish his veracity, 
“informed Mr. Williams of a most pe- 
culiar circumstance. He stated that a 
certain woman had “stated circum- 


| stantially that Joe Hunter had con- 


fessed to her having killed Wong 
Sing Hay; that on three distinct and 
separate occasions the woman, accord- 
ing to her own statement, had started 
out with the avowed intention of vis- 
iting the District Attorney’s office, but 
either by fear, or by persuasion, or by 
both, had been turned back. 

So far as the attorney himself is con- 
cerned, his story is not doubted, but 
what foundation of fact there may be 
in the woman's assertion is as yet an 
unknown quantity. It is stated that 
she and Joe Hunter were on very in- 
timate terms, but that there was a 
falling out, and then the woman de- 
sired to avenge herself. Her name is 
not revealed, but her coming and go- 
ing is being noted, and probably she 
will be heard from later. 

With regard to Harry Clark, it was 
known from the very first that he had 
engaged in certain petty larcenies, and 
at Joe Hunter’s examination he ad- 
mitted having stolen several bicycles. 
It was shown at his trial that he had 
several dollars in his possesion on the 
night of the murder, and Letitia Allee 
stated that she had seen the money in 
his hand. At Hunter’s examination 
John T. Jones, Esq., Hunter’s attor- 
ney, went into this money matter at 
length, and tried to make Clark con- 
fess that on the morning of the day 
when the murder was committed he 
had only a few cents in his posses- 
sion, having expended all that he had 
previously received from his mother. 
Mr. McComas at Clark’s trial, and Mr. 
Jones at the Hunter examination, by 
the questions asked, conveyed the im- 
pression that the money Clark had in 
his possession late on May 31 must 
have been part of the Chinaman’s 
money. Some evidence is now to hand 
tending to show that Clark’s predatory 
rather than any murderous instinct led 
him to commit an act by which he 
gained some money. Mr. Williams is 
in possession of certain facts which 
indicate that Clark purchased some 
goods at a store, made. payment with 
a check for an amount larger than 
the bill of goods, and drew down the 
difference in cash. Whether forgery is 
another of young Clark’s accomplish- 
ments, or whether the check was good 
has’ not been revealed.

The Mother Applies to Be Appointed 
Their Guardian. 

Mrs. Kate Vosberg. daughter of J. 
S. Slauson, yesterday filed a petition in 
the Superior .Court, through her at- 
torney, John S. Chapman, Esq., asking 
that she be appointed guardian of her 
two boys, Keith, aged 9 years, and 
Murray, aged 8 years, who are now with 
her.

DIFFICULTIES OF THE WEST, LOS 
ANGELES WATER COMPANY. 


A Question of Water Securities 
Which Involves Nearly a Million 
Dollars of Value—Contest Which 
May Continue for Months in the 
Courts. 


A preliminary move was made in the 
Circuit. Court before Judge Ross, 
Thursday and Friday, which involves 
the stock of the West Los Angeles and 
the West Side Water companies, and 
in which there is involved a value of 
nearly a million dollars, and _ while 
Judge Ross denied tthe petition for a 
temporary injunction asked for re- 
straining directors appointed by C. A. 


Hooper & Co. of San Francisco from , 


selling stock for non-payment of as- 
sessments, the question of the rights 


of the stockholders was not entered 
into, 


Holders of about one-third of the 
stock of the West Los Angeles com- 
pany were petitioners in the case, be- 
ing represented by Attorneys Dillon 
and Dunning of this city, the defend- 
ants being represented by Attorneys 
Freeman and Bates of San Francisco. 
The plaintiffs allege that in March, 
1897, the West Los Angeles Water 
Company borrowed of C. A. Hooper 
& Co. of San Francisco, which company 
consists of C. A. Hooper and George 
W. Hooper, $110,000 with which to pay 
off certain floating indebtedness and 
make extensions of the plant to put it 
on a paying basis; that the water com- 
pany issued bonds to the amount of 
$350,000, which were to be sold within 
a.year to pay off the indebtedness of 
the company; that these bonds, to- 
gether with a mortgage for the full 
amount of the loan were hypothecated 
for the indebtedness; that at the expi- 
ration of the year the bonds had not 
yet been sold, and the company had 
not been able to meet its obligations; 
that, on June 15, 1897, it was agreed 
that the stockholders of the water 
company should put up as additional 
securty the majority of the company’s 
stock and should also give a mortgage 
on the plant of the West Side Water 
Company, the shares of which were 
held by the stockholders of the West 
Los Angeles Company, and should put 


POLICE COURT NOTES. 


Justice Meted to a Number of Petty 
Lawbreakers. 

Because George Coffee drank some- 
thing stronger than the fluid which 
bears his name, Justice Owens fined 
him $10. 

F. Fwuntain was fined $5 for quench- 
ing bis thirst oftener at the bar than at 
a public fountain. 

Charles Crawley was fined $3 because 
he got so drunk that he couldn’t crawl. 

Edward Morgan and James Nusey 
were also mulcted in the sum of $3 
each for imbibing too much. 

Teador Moreno was found guilty of 
the charge of petty larceny because he 
stole two buckets and one quart of milk 
from Mrs. Leopolda Bolt. He will be 
sentenced today. 

John Bryan and Thomas Banning, 
youths under 15 years of age, were fined 
$10 and $5, respectively, for violating 
the curfew ordinance. They were loit- 
ering in front of the Athletic Club after 
9 o'clock at night, to learn the result 
of the prize fight, when Officer Lehn- 
hausen arrested them. Their sentences 
were suspended during good behavior. 

Four boys, Joe Mangereno, Ed McIn- 
tire, Frank Hogan and Frank Dixon, 
were tried for disturbing the peace of 
a family named Linde, residing on 
Clara street, Thanksgiving night. The 
youngsters -charivaried the Lindes, 
who were entertaining company, and 
-demanded beer. They were given: 20 
cents to stop their noise. The boys 
bought beer with the money, which 
they drank, and then returned to an- 
noy the Lindes and their guests. The 
result was that they were arrested for 
disturbing the peace. Dixon and Ho- 
gan were discharged. Mangereno and 
McIntire were found guilty. Sentence 
was postponed till 9:30 o’clock this 
morning. 

A. Griffith was fined $10 by Justice 
Morrison for disturbing the peace of J. 
E. Wiseman. Griffith alleged that 
Wiseman owed him $2, and refused to 
liquidate the debt. Wiseman’s peace 
was disturbed because Griffith dunned 
him too vigorously for the money. 

Robert Rhodes, colored, was given a 
thirty days’ floater for battery, the 
victim being Ed Meyers, a white man 
who lives with a sister of Rhodes’s wife, 
Old Mammie Thompson, a typical plan- 
tation negress, testified that it Wwas 
only a family quarrel about nothing, 
in which Rhodes. and Meyers were 
equally to blame. She said they were 
all her children, and begged the court 
to be merciful with Rhodes. Her 
prayer was granted. 

A. H. Kirkpatrick was fined $20 by 
Justice Owens for violating the plumb- 
ing ordinance. 


JUMPED THE TRACK. 


Slight Accident to a Train on the 
Terminal. 

An accident on a Terminal train yes- 
terday gave the passengers a severe 
shaking up but caused no great dam- 
age. The train was north-bouwnd, and 
was coming from the beach. It consist- 
ed of several cars of freight, a pas- 
senger coach and a combination bag- 
gage and smoking car. At noon, when 
rounding the curve by the river near 
the southerly city limits, the front 
truck of the passenger coach left the 
track. The truck broke from its moor- 
ings and was rolled and ground under 
the car. Fortunately it broke the air 
pipe, thereby setting the breaks and 
quickly bringing the train to a stand- 
still. The coach bumped about in a 
lively way. By rare good fortune the 
Miller coupling connecting the pas- 
senger coach with the freight car 
ahead held up that end of the coach 
with a wrought-iron grip, keeping it 
from falling, striking the ties-and going 
over the embankment on which the 
curve is situated.

the selection of a board of directors 
for one year, during which they should 
have charge of the finances of the 
company, and if at the expiration of 
the year the debts should still not be 
paid, the Messrs. Hooper should take 
absolutely the various securities depos- 
ited with them; that during the year 
the stockholders of the company have 
arranged to pay the indebtedness of the 
company, but the Messrs. Hooper have 
not only neglected to negotiate the se- 
curities of the company, but they have 
thrown obstacles in the way of the 
stockholders payine off the obligations, 
as they have stood ready to do, and 
that as a consequence, the date of the 
redemption of the stock has passed. 
The directorate of the company, cre- 
ated by Messrs. Hooper, are now al- 
leged to have begun levying heavy as- 
sessments upon the stock to pay off. 
the indebtedness to the Messrs. Hooper, 
who still claim to own the securities 
deposited with them. Thus the burden 
of the debt rests on the minority of 
the stock, which was not pwt in es- 
crow, and it is maintained that the ef- 
fect of these assessments will be to 
turn the plants of the two companies 
over to the Messrs. Hooper in total. 
The petitioners sought to restrain the 
defendants from selling their stock for 
non-payment of assessments, but Judge 
Ross held that in the preliminary hear- 
ine the facts presented to him on tes- 
timony was not sufficient to warrant 
him in granting the temporary injunc- 
tion prayed for, and the petition was 
denied.

GRAPES NOT CURRANTS. 


Why Confusion Has Grown Up Re- 
garding Zante Currants. 

There is a great deal of confusion 
everywhere regarding the _ so-called 
Zante currants, and even most house- 
wives believe that the fruit they buy 
under that name is in reality a species 
of currant, while the fact is that such 
a thing as Zante currant is unknown 
in Europe. The article there is known 
as Corinth grape, but at an early date 
in this country, through carelessness 
in the use of words, Corinth became 
transposed into currant; and currants 
they have been ever since. In regard 
to this fruit, L. J. Rose has written to 
the Chamber of Commerce as follows: 

“Much of the trouble about this cur- 
rant business—currants being treated 
in our revenue matters as being differ- 
ent from raisins—grows out of the un- 
fortunate misnomer, ‘Zante currants, 
for, as a fact, they are not made from 
currants, but are made from grapes 
growing in bunches on vines similar 
to any other grape, the. only difference 


is the smallest of any of the grape 
family, and consequently: produces very 
small raisins. This is ¢éasily under- 
stood by any one who has been a 
grape-grower like myself, for I have

“This explanation is probably un- 
necessary for Californians, yet I ven- 
ture that none of our eastern repre- 
sentatives or Senators appreciate the 
identity of the ‘Zante currant’ and the 
seedless raisin of California, and for 
that reason it cannot be too strongly 
urged upon their notice.”

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VALUE OF .THE PLANT. 


REPORT OF THE CITY’S ENGINEERS 
UPON THE WATER SYSTEM. 


They Estimate the Cost of Duplicat- 

ing the Works, Without Making 

Any Allowance for Depreciation, 

at $1,355,S20—Some Items not In- 
cluded in This Valuation. 


_ The engineers employed by the city 
in the water company controversy sub- 
mitted a report last Wesnesday to the 
board of arbitrators upon the present 
‘Value of the water plant. That report, 
Which was not then made public, ts as 
follows: 

To the Honorable Board of Arbitra- 
tors—Gentleden: At the request of the 
attorneys in the arbitration matter now 
‘before you for decision, ‘we submit our 
testimony as to the valuation of the 
water plant, as the unanimous conclu- 
Sion of the board of engineers ap- 
pointed by the city, in the form of the 


. following report, which consists chiefly 


of tabulated figures with such expla- 
nation of our method of arriving at 
results as will enable you to obtain a 
fair understanding of it. 

As the basis of our estimate we have 
taken the schedule of items furnished 
us by City Engineer Dockweiler, sup- 
plemented by original investigations of 
our own of all property that is visible, 
and completed by the testimony of Mr. 
Mulholland before the board. The dafa 
obtained from the various sources of 
information may not have been entirely 
complete, or wholly accurate, but they 
are certainly the best available to. us. 
We have been hampered by the lack of 
complete and systematic plans and rec- 
ords, and have been obliged to depend 
upon verbal descriptions of the inac- 
cessible portions of the work, which are 
necessarily but approximations. 

We considered that the proper basis 
for our estimate was to determine the 
probable actual cost of duplicating the 
works exactly as they exist today, un- 
der present conditions.of cost of labor 
and materials, and regardless of the 
question of their efficiency or suit- 
needs. of the 
community or their efficiency for fire 
protection, and having so determined 
the cost, to deduct therefrom such per- 
centages for depreciation as ‘the age 
and apparent condition of the different 
parts of the plant-would,.in ovr judg- 
ment, be fair. Upon this basis it has 
become necessary to take into consid- 
eration the cost of taking up and relay- 
ing such portions of the pavements 
as are underlaid by the distributing 
*pipes, and services. Basing our esti- 
mate on the value of the plant on pres- 
ent conditions, which we maintain is 
the only tangible basis, the company 
is clearly entitled to credit for the cost 
of removing and restoring pavements 
wherever the pipes are laid under the 
paved streets, and we therefore made 
our estimate on pavement work in ac~ 
cordance with this idea, | 

In making up our estimate every 
class of work in which mateMal aad 
labor combined to constitute a struc. 
ture, an analysis was made.of present 
cost of sach class of such construction. 
In the matter of cost of pipe-laying 
particularly, as well as all other con- 
structions, each of us has contributed 
of his own experience and notes in 
such work, and these results are amply 
corroborated by the recorded notes of 
other engineers. 


' . The estimates here presented are, as 
“‘pefore stated, those of actual cost, if 


the work were to be done on a large 
scale and completed within a period of 
about two years, all materials being 
purchased in quantity, amd all labor 
doné consecutively. It has been a mat- 
ter of debate between us as to 
whether, in addition to the usual aug- 
mentation of 10 per cent., added to 
estimates of this character to cover en- 
gineering, superintendence and contin- 
gencies, we should not also add a per- 
centage for contractors’ profit, as most 
of the work, if reconstructed, would 
be done by.contract, and to cover the 
interest on the capital necessarily em- 
ployed and unproductive during the 
assumed period of construction. After 
due deliberation it is our firm convic- 


tion that a further 6 per cent. should 


also be added, and that accordingly a 
fair estimate of actual cost of repro- 
ducing the entire plant as it is, cover- 
ing all unseen, or unscheduled items 
that constitute it, as well as those in 
the list, would be represented by an 
addition of 16 per cent. to the follow- 
ing figures:

BREACH OF THE ELECTION LAW. 


Ilicgal Distribution of a Candidate’s 
Card by a Ballot Clerk. 

An incident occurred at the city 
election last. Monday which illustrates 
the disregard of the election laws which 
prevailed in some precincts. 

‘On the morning of election day, M. 
Swanson, a resident of the Twenty- 
gecond Precinct in the Third Ward, 
went to the polls to vote. He asked 
‘the election officers for his voting num- 
ber, whereupon the ballot clerk wrote 
it upon an electioneering card of Henry 
Dockweiler, the fusion candidate for 
City Engineer, and handed the card 
to Swanson. The latter, after voting, 
went to the headquarters of the Re- 
publican City Central Committee and 
handed the card to Fred K. Rule, the 
chairman, stating the circumstances. 

Inasmuch as the election law ex- 
pressly prohibits ahy election officer 
from . electioneering f0 a  candi- 
date, it was 
ballot clerk had been guilty of a 
breach o fthe law in_ distributing 
Dockweiler’s cards. Mr. Rule, there- 
fore, sent W. E. Ludlow, the secretary 
of the City Central Committee, to the 
voting place of the Twenty-second 
Precinct, and the election officers were 
notified that there must be no further 
violations of the law. 


WEATHER PHENOMENA. 


Long Beach Wet and Windy—Santa 
| Monica Dry and Calm, 

The weather clerk played some queer 
meterological tricks in and about 
this city Thursday night and yester- 
day. Thursday evening a gale, said 
to ‘have been the most severe one ex- 
perienced there in several years,- blew 
at Long Beach. It was a dry wind 
and carried great quantities of dust 
through the smallest crevices into 
dwellings and elsewhere. After mid- 
night there was a heavy rain, which 
extended over San Pedro and the neigh- 
boring country. According to the 
Southern Pacific rain gauge, the pre- 
cipitation'in Long Beach amounted to 
25 of an inch... One or two small 
craft at San Pedro dragged their 
moorings as a result of the gale, but 
the damage was nominal. Yesterday 
morning ‘the gale, which was then 
blowing from two or three points south 
of east, swept over Long Beach and 
San Pedro, and, although there were 
no: heavy seas along that part of the 
coast, the ocean was very choppy. The 
air was very damp and chilly and there 
were frequent dashes of rain. 

During the same period at Santa 
Monica there was just a sprinkle of 
rain and no wind to speak of. Al- 
though the sun was most of the time 
obscured, the day was pleasant and 
the atmosphere did not feel chilly. 
The wind came from the north and 
carried more or less dust along with 
it. The precipitation in this city 
amounted to only a trifle.

After 
deducting the expenses, $400, a surplus 
of $3000 remains for the erection of the 
monument in memory of the soldiers 
of the Seventh who died while in serv- 
ice. One officer has failed as yet to 
turn in a statement of the money re- 
ceived for a block of tickets sold by 
certain privates under his direction. 
Other funds are all accounted for. 
The men of the regiment promised to 
give $750, but that donation has not 
been turned in. The next move is un- 
certain, as the Chamber of Commerce 
committee does not feel empowered to 
proceed on its own authority with the 
expenditure of the funds and the erec-. 
tion of the monument.

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AMERICAN SHIPS J 
FOR RUSSIA’S NAVY: 


THE TWU GREAT VESSELS NOW BUILDING AT 
CRAMPS’ FOR THE SERVICE QF THE CZAR. 


By a Spectal Contrrbutor. 


ERHAPS the most substantial 

tribute to the American navy has 

came from Russia in the shape of 

her recent order for two powerful 
ehips which are to be by the 
Messrs. Cramp of Philadelphia While 
ordered months back, it has orly been 
within the past few weeks (hat the 
desigcns, in all particulars, were finally 
determined upon, and the fllusirations 
accompanying this text are similar to 
the official sketches sent to Jt. Peters- 
burg and the first correct ones to be 
published in America. 

Twenty years ago, the Cramps built 
some ships for the Russian service, and 
those two vessels are still in use, and, 
while the yard work for our own new 
navy is at the bottom of the present 
contract, there is little doubt Lut that 
the faithful performance of two de- 
ecades ago has had its weight in »vring- 
ing them their recent order. Political 
reasons, not to mention Russia’s ice- 
bound northern ports, have breught 


boiler. To the public, the details of 
such differences are not interesting, but 
to the modern efficiency of fighting 
craft they are emphatically important, 
as some of our’ gunboats. recently 
proved. The work of feeding the ninety 
hungry, glaring mouths of these thirty 
boilers will be a work of ceaseless vigi- 
lance, but the result will be enough to 
make any engineer proud. 

The offensive power of the ship will 
be centered in a main battery of twelve 
6-inch rapid-fire rifles of forty-five 
calibres, twelve 3-inch rapid-fire rifles, 
and half a dozen 47 millimeter guns, 
also of the quick-firing sort. There 
will be four torpedo tubes, one at the 
bow, one at the stern, and one on each 
broadside; the broadside tubes being 
of the under-water type, and = pro- 
tected from gun-fire. 

The main battery of 6-inch guns is 
mounted, eight on the main deck, four 
in each 'midship battery, and two on 
the forecastle and two on the poop 
deck. The two forward and the two 
after 6-inch guns amidship are able 
to fire, respectively, dead ahead and 
dead astern in conjunction with their 


them to us as a western source of mili- 


broadside fire common to their inter- 


ceptions of the 12-inch guns housed 
in barbette turrets of 10-inch armor. 
The 6-inch guns are all mownted amid- 
ships in batteries on the main and the 
gun decks. Those on the gun deck 
will each have an arc of fire of 120 
degrees, while those on the main deck 
will have 
These guns are of force and caliber 
similar to those on the cruiser. 

The 35-inch guns are mounted, twelve 
on the gun deck forward and abaft 
the 6-inch battery, six on the main 
deck between the 6-inch batteries 
again, and two, one on each side, 
amidships. up on the bridge deck. All 
shave wide ares of fire, 
guarded by shields. The rest of the 
small guns are placed forward and aft 
on the bridges, the bridge deck, and 


up in the covered tops of the mili- 
tary masts. The four 12-inch guns 
are mounted in two turrets on the 


main deck, forward and aft of the cen- 
tral superstructure, and they have 
ares of fire of quite 340 degrees—an ex- 
ceptionally large sweep. 

Great care has been taken to swup- 
ply a continuous stream of ammunition 
to the rapid-fire -batteries. To this 
end electrically-worked hoists will be 
used. The turrets will also be under 
electrical control, and a. large num- 
ber of the auxiliary machines will also 
be actuated by the same energy. All 
of the armor will be treated by the 
latest Krupp process, and the “vitals” 
will be sheltered beneath a protective 
deck, two inches: thick on the flat and 
four inches thick on the slopes run- 
ning down to the lower edge of the 
side armor, and extending throughout 
the length of the ship. | 

The six torpedo tubes will be placed, 


one at the bow, one at the stern, and 
two on each broadside—the latter be- 
ing of the under-water type. We deem

RUSSIAN CRUISER. 


Bry supply afar from the vncertain 
Friendship of European neighbors, and, 
po, the fact that we can now buiid 
Sfips for them cheaper than they can 
construct themselves, is also something 
to be borne in mind. 

The ships in question, for which the 
keels have been laid, are a battleship 
and a protected cruiser—the former be- 
ing what might be styled a Russianized 
Yersion of our own battleships, the 
Maine, Missouri, and Ohio, recently 
awarded to the builders. The cruiser 
will be finished first, and it were well 
to describe her in ‘advance of the 
heavier and more complex battlesnip. 

This craft, yet unnamed, has the fol- 
lowing general dimensions: Length, 
between perpendiculars, 400 feet; beam, 
extreme, 52 feet: draught, about 19% 
“eet; displacement, 6500 tons; indicaied 
horse power, 20,000; speed, an hour, for 
twelve hours on trial, 23 knots; coal- 
bunker capacity, 1400; complement, 450. 

This ship is a smaller type of the Co- 
lumbia, or more strictly. an up-to-date 
Armstrong cruiser, with a ranid-ifire 
battery of great power. We have tioth- 
ing in our service really like her, and 
in the combined elements of speed and 


gun power of the highest rapid-fire sort, 


vening companion pieces. The guns 
on the forecastle and the poop have 
also wide arcs of fire, and a total of six 
of the guns can be brought to bear on 
anenemy abreast. These pieces, using 
cordite, will have the remarkable ve- 
locity of 2784 feet a second, and a muz- 
zle energy equal to the perforation of 
22 inches of iron at that point. They 
will be able to discharge their 100- 
pound shell at the rate of quite seven a 
minute when handled by a competent 
crew—a destructive hail of almost two 
tons of hardened steel in that brief 
while. In addition to this main bat- 
tery, the twelve 3-inch guns, all of 
which are mounted on the main and 
the berth decks, will play the next most 
important part.

- PHOENIX (Ariz.,) Dec. 6.—[Regu- 


lar Correspgndence.] The sale of the 
Arizonu Improvement Company an‘ 
the Arizona Canal Company properties 
took place yesterday forenoon, the 
purchasers being the Arizona Water 
Company, through the attorney of the 
company, N. W. Miller of New York.

Company. Mr. Kellner stated that he 
Was ready to bid the sum of $10,000 as 
rh dng for the stock mentioned. The 

eiver stated that under the order 
of the court he was compelled to sell 
the stock of the Grand Canal in con- 
nection with the other assets of the 


Arizona Canal. 


It is understood that the filing of 
the protest is the preliminary step to 
litigation whereby the minority stock- 
holders of the Grand.Canal hope to 
have their business affairs segregated 
from the affairs of the Arizona canal.

TOLD BY THE OLD CIRCUS MAN.

I have told you about him from time 


to time to give you some approximate 
notion of it. 


“As to the giant’s umbrellas, we 
never had any trouble at all; we 
simply used to use for that purpose 
the tons of our discarded balloons. 
We never fooled with balloons, you 
understand; after they had become 
weakened at all we used to put ‘em 
aside and put in a new one; we never 
took any risks on balloons. Before the 
great giant joined us we used to sell 
the old balloons for junk, and likewise 
we used to cut up the old center 
poles of the big tent, when they showed 
any signs of weakness, for fire wood; 
but after the giant came we saved all 
the balloon tops for umbrella coverings, 
and the old center pules were saved for 
umbrella handles. We had our biack- 
smith get out a set of ribs and fittings, 
and those were good for a long time. 
Whenever the covering of the giant’s 
umbrella got so worn that it was of 
no further use as such, or it looked bad 
when it was opened, why then we'd 
just recover the old frame. When we 
put in a new handle we'd simply take 
the irons of the old one off and put ’em 
on the new one. 

used to make it a point to 
have the giant carry the umbrella in 
every town we struck, whether it 
rained cr not. He used to turn out and 
walk with the show, and walking be- 
hind him we always had ten men ¢carry- 
ing the umbrella rolled up and with an 
umbrella case on it, these men walking 
five on a side and carrying it lying 
along on sticks that they held by the 
ends. This always used to excite in- 
terest, betause the people always 
wondered what the men were carrying,

Purchases of high-priced usually 
dormant stocks and other generally neg- 
lected issues of a lower value enlarged the 
scope of trading and from time to time at- 
tracted attention when dealing in the gen- 
eral market was sluggish and devoid of fea- 
feature.

Byron L. Oliver of Los Angeles Re- 
tained as Counsél for the Cab- 
men—A Political Surprise—Can- 
didates for John R. Slater’s 
Shoes—Bicycle Thieves Busy. 


PASADENA, Dec. 9.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence. | It looks now as if the carriage- 
drivers would be able to secure a modification 
of the ordinance passed this week by the 
City Trustees, banishing cabs and baggage- 
wagons from the business streets. Since 
the arrest of President Dorsey of the Cab- 
drivers’ Association, which was arranged as 
a test case, the drivers have kept strictly 
within the letter of the ordinance, and have 
given the’ police no trouble. Some of them 
have taken stands on side streets, and others 
have temporarily retired from business. The 
war upon them has been the talk of the day, 
and the many expressions in their favor ap- 
parently had effect. They have been as- 
sured by some of the city officials that it 


- may be possible to change the new regu- 


lations to terms less rigorous, as it is appar- 
ent that a strict enforcement of the new 
law would inflict hardship. 

Whatever may be done by the city officials, 
the association of drivers will contest the 
ordinance to the last in the courts, if neces- 
sary. They have raised a fund for this pur- 
pose, and have friends who will help them. 
Byron L. Oliver of Los Angeles has been 
retained as their couhsel, and will appear 
in Justice Rossiter’s court Wednesday for 
President Dorsey. Mr. Oliver claims the 
credit for the defeat of the- hitching »rdinance 
in Los Angeles, and says he is confident of 
knocking out the Pasadena ordinance in the 
first round. It is expected that City Attorney 
Wright will appeal for the prosecution, and 
that the hearing will be an amicable affair, 
devoted to the consideration of legal ques- 
tions. . 

The drivers bave assured the city officials 
that they will gladly obey any reasonable 
regulations, will respect the wishes of any 
merchant who may object to their standing 
in front of stores, and will complain, them- 
selves, of any’ violator of such regulations.

GLOBE, ARIZ. 


It Now Has Railroad Connection 
With the Outside World. 
GLOBE (Ariz.,) Dec. 5.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The past few days have been 
eventful ones, for Globe. The people here 
have been patiently waiting for a railroad, 
many of them longing for twenty years for 
the day that the iron horse would bring in 
passengers and freight. That wish was 
realized the evening of December 1, when 
the first through train from Bowie on the 
Southern Pacific, 125 miles away, rolled 
into Globe and to the spot where the new 
depot and reight house, roundhouse and 
turntable are to be constructed. The peo- 
ple were all out to welcome the first train, 
and there were two thousand or more of 

them. 

It was expected that this road would be 
the means of awakening new zeal in the 
mining interests of this section, and tkat 
appears to be already taking place. 

The building of the road was begun at 
Bowie in February, 1894, and was carried 
through to Pime that year; in 1895 it was 
extended to Fort Thomas, and in 1896 to 
Geronimo, where the terminus remained 
for two years, owing to difficulties in ob- 
taining a right-of-way across an Indian 
reservation, 

It is not expected that the road will 
long occupy Globe as a terminus It must 
and will eventually reach out to the north 
to the great timber belt of the Mogolloa 
Mountains, about 110 miles distant, and in- 
cidently tap some of the richest mineral de- 
posits in the Territory. The proposed 
course is almost due north to the Upper 
Salt River Valley, twenty-five miles dis- 
tant, thence on to the Tonto Basin, twen- 
ty-five miles further, in a northwesterly di- 
rection, and then due’ north to the rim of 
the Mogollon Mountains, which are covered 
with the finest of timber. 

The Upper Salt River Valley, through 
which the proposed road will pass, is a 
fine agricultural country, pretty plentifully 
watered, and as capable of being developed 
into as productive a section as that of the 
Gila and San Carlos valleys, through which 
the road passes in reaching this place. 

The Tonto Basin, large in area, is well 
radapted to stockraising, to say nothing of 
-the rich deposits of the more valuable min- 
erals. The Goswich gold mines are rich in 
the most precious metal. There is already 
small stamp here and development 
work is being pushed ahead rapidly. This 
is considered one of the best properties in 
Arizona. 

What is known as the Payson country is 
in the upper end of the Tonto Basin. There 
are fine copper mines in this locality—in 
the Mezatzal Mountains. The great Green 
Valley mining district, in which Payson is 
situated, is noted for its deposits of gold. 
The “Old Golden Wonder,’’ now cailed 
“The 76,’’ has been profitably worked for 
twenty years, notwithstanding the disad- 
vantages of being so far away from rail- 
road communication. A smelter has re- 
cently been erected at the Grand Prize 
mine by F. F. Childers. He has a working 
bond on the mine. The Bassig & Went- 
worth copper mine, twelve miles from Pay- 
son, has been bonded to eastern capital- 
ists. This is considered one of the largest 
copper deposits in Central Arizona. The 
railroad is now one of the best paying short- 
line railroads in the western counrty, and 
when extended to the rim of the Mogollon 
Mountains will have doubled its value. 

But the future of Globe will not depend 
entirely on the extension ef this road to 
the north. The Old Dominion Copper Min- 
ing and Smelting Company here, now em- 
ploys 356 men and has produced since Sep- 
tember 20, with two or three shutdowns 
meanwhile, more than 1,600,000 pounds of 
copper, or forty carloads. Now that the 
railroad is completed and greatly cheapened 
the hauling in of coke and the carrying 
out of copper, it is the intention to at least 
double the working force in this mine. The 
United Globe mine, now employing over 
200 men, will, for like reasons, ihcrease its 
working force. This mine has been ship- 
ping out its product as fast as produced, 
while the Old Dominion has been running 
its ingots out until they cover more than 
an acre of ground. The deposits of these 
are considered practically inexhaus

The Live Oak copper mine in Webster 
Gulch, eight miles west, is to be developed 
at once, under the direction of John Kasser, 
a Globe man, as superintendent. Eastern 
capital has lately been secured to build a 
narrow-gauge road to these mines. There 
is to be a reorganization of the Black 
Warrior Copper Company, which owns a 
group of mines in Webster Gulch and the 
Diamond H group in Lost Gulch. These 
last-named mines carry gold and lead. The 
prospects are that the road will be ex- 
tended from the Black Warrior on to the 
Continental mine, a distance of four miles. 

his is a copper deposit. A branch ‘will 
also be built into Lost Gulch, doubtless, 
and the system eventually extended to the 
Pinto Creek country, eighteen miles from 
Globe, to tap the Pinto Mining and Smelt- 
ing Company’s property, This Jater com- 
pany was recently organized at St. Joseph, 
Mo., and is possessed of sufficient means 
to develop their mines. The Black War- 
rior already has 40,000 tons of ore in sight 
which will produce from 8 to 16 per cent. 
copper, which means a product of $400,000 
It is understood that the United Globe peo- 
ple have offered to smelt the ores from this 
mine for 10 per cent. of the product.

LONG BEACH. 


Some Estimates on Probable Cost of 
Sewer System. 

LONG BEACH, Dec. 9.—{Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The completion of the engin- 
eers’ estimate of cost of the proposed trunk 
sewer system has made it possible to cal- 
culate approximately, if not exactly, the 
whole expense that the construction of trunk 
and other sewers and their connections, such 
as are immediately needed, would invoive. 
The city trunk sewer system and filtration 
plant, complete, according to the engineers’ 
estimate, wi.l cost a little less than $24,000. 
But of that system only part of the seweis 
are needed at once. The cost of those imme- 
diately needed would be, according to the 
engineers’ figures, not far from $15,000. The 
main sewers are designed to be not merely 
large enough to accommodate the city’s 
present requirements, but to carry the drain- 
age until the city’s population shall have 
reached 25,000 or 30,000. The cost of building 
the sewer mains large enough for that w.ll 
be but slightly less than the cost of building 
them only large enough for two or three 
times the city’s present population. The 
trunk or main sewers which need to be 
constructed at once would aggregate 19,569 
feet in length. The trunk sewers, when the 
whole of the proposed system is constructed, 
will aggregate 24,370 feet in length. Tnese 
trunk sewers, it should be understood, are 
to be constructed under entirely separate 
proceedings from those under which the 
smaller laterals, which drain into them, aie 
to be built. The trunk sewers, if built, are 


to be paid for by the whole city, while the 


lateral sewers are to be paid for by the 
owners of abutting property. Lateral sew- 
ers to accommodate Pine street between 
Ocean avenue and Fifth and to drain the 
other thickly-occupied parts of the city wiil 
aggregate 12,200 feet in length. Those fig- 
ures would include all the lateral sewers 
likely to be needed for several years to 
come. The lateral sewers need not, as a 
rule, be laid as deep as the lateral sewers 
in the new drainage system in Santa Monica, 
and the average cost per lineal foot is 
likely to be somewhat less. Basing the 
estimate on the prices at which the Santa 
Monica lateral sewers were built, it is reas- 
onable to reckon that the cost of building the 
laterals in this city will not average’ in 
excess of sixty cents per lineal foot. At that 
rate the 12,200 feet of lateral sewers which 
need to be built at once would cost $7320. 
Making allowances for the portions of the 
lateral sewers which would cross city streets, 
but which would not be paid for by the city, 
and also allowing for the incidental experses 
it may be assumed that the average cost 
of the lateral sewers will be 35 cents per 
front foot of abutting private property. 
On a: fifty-foot lot that would be $17,50. 

Private connections running in each case 
from the lateral sewer to the house plumb- 
ing, would average about sixty feet in 
length, and could probably be put in for 
about $15 each. e cost of the house 
plumbing would of course depend on the 
character and extent of the work put in. 

If forty-year 6 per cent. bonds of the city 
were issued 


for 000 for the trunk sewer 


system, there would have to be paid during 
the first year one-fortieth of the principal, 
or $600, and the interest on the whole 
amount, or $1440; making $2040 altogether for 
the first year’s payment. The total city 
equalized city assessment this year is $8%6.- 
0v0.. On a $24,000 bond issue the first year's 
payment would therefore amount to 22.8 
cents on $100. 

It is proposed, however, to use only about 
$16,000 worth of the bonds at present. That 
would make the first year’s payment only 
about two-thirds as much, or about 16 cents 
on $100; and on each succeeding year the 
payment on the bonds would be less. 

Assuming that only $16,000 worth of the 
bonds are used at present, the owner of a 
fifty-foot lot assessed at $1000 would have to 
pay $1.60 additional taxes the first year, on 
account of the building of the trunk sewer 
system, and each succeeding year he would 
have to pay less. The lateral sewer running 
in front of his property would, according 
to the figures above given. cost him $17.50, 
and the private connection $15 more. Other- 
wise than for the plumbing, his payments 
during the first year on account of the 
building of the sewer would therefore amount 
to $34.10. The cost on lots of different as- 
sessed values and of different frontages 
would be correspondingly greater or less.

An Elevator Dropped Twenty Stories 


[New York Press:] Alexander Her- 
mann, the prestidigitateur, used to per- 
form many wonderful feats swith eggs,

The verdict of the

without it. The principle is that of the 
air-cushion of compressed air, which 
is forced into an air-tight well at the 
bottom of the elevator shaft by the 
downward rush of the car. gradually 
reaching a degree of compressison suf- 
ficient to check the fall of the car and 
bring it to an almost gentle standstill.

Then they sent the car to the twen- 
tieth story. This time the drop was 
the longest ever taken by an elevator 
car. Words cannot describe fittingly the 
speed of that descending 2000 pounds. 
Its actual velocity as it passed the 
third floor was 126 feet a second, or one 
and a half miles a minute. The second 
test was consisdered just as satisfac- 
torv as the first, although the frail 
woodwork at the back of the car was 
wrenched out of place. The eggs re- 
mained wnbroken. 

The air cushion which stopped the 
car is compressed by its descending 
rush at the bottom of a well fifty feet 
deep. Beginning at the third story and 
going down, the elevator shaft is air- 
tight, and its sides are lined with sheet 
iron capable of resisting a pressure of 
forty-five pounds to the square inch. 
The car does not perfectly fit into its 
shaft during the first fifteen feet of 
the well, a space being left at the sides 
for the air to escape. This makes the 
sston more gradual, otherwise the car 
would rebound as a rubber ball when 
it struck the well. 7 

At thirty-five feen from the bottom 
the car fits tightly into the shaft, and 
the compression of the air beneath it 
begins in earnest..A valve with a strong 
spring lets out the surplus air in the 
bottom of the well, permitting the car 
to stop with a gentleness truly won- 
derful. To fit out the building in this 
manner cos $35,000.
